Stephanie Beaton caught everyone's 
eye with a pictorial and interview 
back in DRACULINA#3I (1997). 
Now, a little over two years later.we 
found Stephanie still working and 
just as enthusiastic about acting as 
she has ever been. Coming from a 
wide range of movies such as the 
no-budget videos UNNATURALLY 
BORN KILLERS to bigger budgeted 
films such as WITCHCRAFT IX, we 
caught Stephanie as she finished her 
latest ventureTHE EVILMAKER. 

D: Tell us a little bit about the film 
and your character. 

SB: I play Serena, a girl who just 
broke up with her boyfriend and is 
going through a rough time because 
of It. Her three girlfriends decide to 
take her away on a little trip down 
to the coast.On the way.Rachel.my 


friend, decides to take a detour to 
get there faster and ends up with 
car trouble on a dead end road. We 
all venture into this abandoned 
house where things go wild! The 
house is actually THE EVILMAKER 
and it's the house that makes you 
believe and do things and makes you 
go mad! And I, Serena, go from a 
normal girl to a psychic bitch from 
Hell! 

D: How did you find out about this 
project? 

SB: It was Pipedreams Entertain- 
ment. John Bowker. who first con- 
tacted me to ask me about being 
part of this film. He sent me a script 
to read and to see if I wanted to do 
it. I read the script and there was 
NO question in my mind that I 
wanted to do this film! The script 


was classic horror film! Unlike some 
of the stuff you see today with noth- 
ing but sex! And that's what at- 
tracted it to me the most! The style 
and the character I play. I get to be 
two different people in this instead 
of just a victim. 

D: Are you becoming anti-sex in 
films? 

SB: I am not against sex in films as 
long as it has a point. Most of all the 
late night films out there that are 
running on Cinemax are pointless 
and ridiculous. I mean, how can you 
be proud of that to show to people. 
Every ten minutes there is a sex 
scene.The acting sucks, the men and 
woman are completely nude... dumb 
plots. If you are going to do that, then 
do porn! You would sure make 
more than what they make doing 
what they are doing. As far as me 
doing these types of films, I don't do 
them. I stay away from that and read 
the scripts first. Only one of my films 
I regret doing and it was PASSION 
TO KILL, it was so stupid. I played 
the female terminator but everyone 
around me was having all the sex 
scenes. That film was more of a com- 
edy in the end! 

D: Do you think a low-budget non- 
exploitive video like THE 
EVILMAKER shot these days has 
much of chance on the video mar- 
ket? How do you feel THE 
EVILMAKER will be received? 

SB: I think a non-exploitive film does 
have a good chance out there in the 
market. I know everyone wants sex 
for distribution but I have seen 
some pretty good low budget films 
out there that don’t have a ton of 
sex in it. I watch the independent 
film channel a lot and rent low-bud- 
get films and I think you can make it 
without the sex. If you have a good 
script and a good marketing plan 
that’s your ticket. Even if you do 
have sex, don’t exploit it, don’t over 
kill. It’s tiring to see women ex- 
ploited like that.... Hey it’s time we 
women start expoliting men! I think 
THE EVILMAKER has a pretty good 
shot out there. It's a damn good film 
and its about time something is made 
like that. And I am doing everything 
I can to try and get it out there. 

D: How was filming on THE 
EVILMAKER? 

SB: The filming went rather well 


Much like some of the other shoots 
I have worked on.The director was 
excellent to work with and things 
moved right along, There was little 
down time, only for special effects 
which takes time and is expected. 
But other than that, it went well. I 
got hurt on the film, I got my nor- 
mal bruises from doing these type 
of films with action, I got a burn on 
my leg and two places on my arm 
by a real lantern. I also cut my foot 
on a razor blade. 

D: "vVas there any favorite moments 
shooting out in the boondocks or 
Oregon? 

SB: Nothing was really my favorite 
part about being in the boondocks 
of Oregon. I guess if it had to be any- 
thing, it would be it was just me and 
the animals out there. I felt like I was 
camping. It was... but I really don't 
have a favorite part to sleeping with 
the spiders and newts and nutria! 
(laughs) 

D: Would you ever travel back to 
Oregon to do anotherfilm? 

SB: Of course, and you knowwhat? 
I would do it all over again. I would 
stay in the same place and do ev- 
erything I did again. I loved it and 
when I went home, I missed it! Or- 
egon IS way different from Los An- 
geles, but it’s nice to get away and be 
with some real people for a change. 

D: Were the accidents you had re- 
lated to the script or just being on 
the set? 

SB: I got burned twice and it was 
an accident. The lantern was a real 
one first of all which is dangerous, 
especially when you are running and 
it's swinging around...The first burn 
was on my leg and it happened after 
the directonjohn Bowker, yelled cut. 

I stepped back and burned my leg. 
The other time was when we were 
filming about 4 am and down at the 
creek. I was in the middle of the 
scene and was looking into this bag 
that had my boyfriends chopped up 
body parts in it that I did to him. 
Anyway, when I see this, I jump up 
and back. Well I hit the wall causing 
the lantern to swing into my arm in 
two large places. I knew it burned 
but I kept going with the scene. But 
boy did I run for the house quick. 
And when we all got back, the lan- 
tern was so hot it exploded! Imag- 
ine if I was holding it when it hap- 
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miss those guys! 


pencd by my face! I also got the 
normal bruises I usually get when 
doing these high action films! It was 
a fun shoot though all and all. 

D: There were some very emo- 
tional scenes in this film.Was it diffi- 
cult to pull it off? 

SB: The emotional stuff I had to do 
was pretty easy too. I have my own 
special way to do those scene's. First 
of ail, I love to scream, so that comes 
easy. If you can keep me screaming, 
I’m a very happy woman. 

D: So, what else to you have on your 
plate? 

SB: Right before I flew up to Or- 
egon I actually finished two films... 
V-WORLD MATRIX, a 3-D film.and 
OPEN WIDE. I play Jessica Grabbit 
in that one and it will be at the 
Sundance Festival. But now, after 
wrapping THE EVILMAKER, I do 
have some things going on... I have 
some things planned with my OWN 
production company called Silver 
Moon Productions. I have some 
scripts going there that I will be pro- 
ducing and acting in. Actually, I have 
one calledTHE BAGMAN that I want 
John Bowker to direct and I will be 
going back to Oregon to shoot that 
one. Then in May of 2000, I am 
headed out to Oklahoma to shoot 
THE SEVENTH COIN. I’ll be out 
there for 15 days and doing a huge 
autograph signing in Lawton and 
Oklahoma City. So, you'll have to 
come down and see me! But, ocher 


than that, just doing photo shoots 
in between booking more jobs. 

D: What is OPEN WIDE about? 

SB: OPENWIDE isafilm about the 
underworld of the porn industry. 
It's a comedy and I play Jessica 
Grabbit, the hottest name in the 
porn world. Its a documentary/film 
about these film makers set out to 
do a documentary on the porn in- 
dustry. I, Jessica, take this new girl, 
Claudia, a white trash girl and trans- 
form her into this beautiful woman 
and prepare her for her first porn. 
Only I have no clue chat she thinks 
its a simulated sex film until she 
walks in on the set the day on the 
film. Needless to say, she splits, the 
filmmakers who were doing the 
documentaiy end up doing the porn 
and I get arrested by the INS and 
taken away! This film was sent to 
the Sundance Film Festival. 

D:Whac about BAGMAN? 

SB:This will be my first film for my 
production company. Silver Moon 
Productions.... THE BAGMAN is 
about a man who was badly burned 
in a fire and scarred when he was 6 
, comes back for revenge on his 
classmates 1 0 years later.The script 
is a true horror film. Lots of gore, 
action and surprises. Yes, there is 
some sex, but not much. I plan on 
shooting this in the spring of 2000. 
Casting will begin in a few months. 


D: Can you cell me about the TV 
show "Smart Woman”? 

SB: “Smart Woman” hasn't been 
made yet.“Smart Woman” is a show 
on ABC that airs in primetime and 
they want to do a feature interview 
on me. But they want to come to a 
set, a film, that I am working on here 
in Los Angeles to follow me around 
for a day from my trailer to the set, 
etc. ..When I book a film here in Los 
Angeles then they plan on coming 
in and doing the interview with me 
and then I will go to the studio and 
do another interview, much like a 
Barbara Walters type of thing. But 
for right now. I have nothing coming 
here in LA.I do have something that 
is very big for me in which 1 will be 
nationwide and writing, hosting, and 
producing, but that can't be an- 
nounced until the future. All my 
other films coming up are out of 
stace,Texas, Oklahoma. possibly New 
York 

D:The last time you were interview 
in DRACULINA you had just fin- 
ished shooting TWILIGHT What 
happened with chat movie? 

SB: I don't know what happened 
with that film. I lost track of Stevin 
Kassle and everyone and I don’t 
know if it will be soon released or 
not. That was a good film also, I 
haven't spoken to Mike Johnson of 
Nightmare Productions either. 
TALES FROM THE CANNIBAL 
SIDE was a fun film to work on. I 


D: How would you say your career 
has been moving since then? 

SB: Well I have been keeping busy. 
1998 was pretty slow though for 
me.That's when I shot PASSIONTO 
KILL... but 1 999 was the year' I went 
to Chicago in February to shoot 
HEADCRUSHER and then the 3-D 
film here in Los Angeles EYES OF 
THE WEREWOLF, I worked on an- 
other WITCHCRAFT film.WITCH- 
CRAFT I I in May, and then in Au- 
gust shot another 3-D film,V- 
WORLD MATRIX. In September I 
shot OPEN WIDE and in October, 
THE EVILMAKER... So this year was 
good! 

D: What is the secret to staying a 
"working” actress in Hollywood? 

SBiWhat’s the secret? There Is no 
secret! It's just luck I guess, I do a 
con of PR for myself but you still have 
dry spells. Everyone does. Then 
there are times when you don’t have 
time to breath and everyone wants 
you! That’s the best! But, hopefully 
if all goes well next year, I won’t be 
breathing at all! That would be a 
dream come true!

chanting spell cast over her, creating a feast for the viewer's eyes. 

The first poster is already on the morfeet (Taylor St Claire in front of the 
mirror) and a second is coming soon (lorisso McComas and Holly Hollywood 
used for tiie cover of this issue), plus a 2001 calendar is also planned. His work 
is bound to catch the ottent/on of all that love the sexy dark side... 


DRACULINA: Where did you 
start as an artist? 

TONY MAURO: I was a tradi- 
tional airbrush illustrator for several 
years before switching to the com- 
puter The only experimentation I 
ever did with photography was 
shoodng reference for paintings. I still 
don't consider myself a photogra- 
pher at all. I definitely fall into the 
category of illustrator.The pliotos are 
simply a base to work from. Draw- 
ingand painting are still the founda- 
tion of everything. 

D: Did you go to school for this? 

TM:Yes,l went to the Art institute 
of Pittsburgh, in Pennsylvania. I stud- 
ied Visual Communications, with a 
major in airbrush illustration. 

D: What have you done as an art- 
ist? 


Gardner Graphics in Gaspoit, New 
York doing airbrush designs for pro 
sports merchandising. 

D: What gave you the idea for 
“When Darkness Falls?” 

TM; I have always been fascinated 
by vampires as well as pinup arc and 
I love working on dark moody 
projects. So when I decided to do a 
pinup project I wanted to come up 
with something different, instead of 
just another bikini calendar or girls 
on motorcycles. Most of the vam- 
pire vixens you do see out there are 
paintings. Not as many people have 
done it with manipulated photogra- 
phy. I wanted these vamps to feel as 
real as possible.The only way to ac- 
complish that was to start with a 
photograph. It was a little challeng- 
ing because the girls have to be sexy 
first and still be a little intimidating 
and scary at the same time. 


TM: I currently work full time at a 
large illustration and design firm in 
LosAngeles called Hamagami/Carroll 
&Associates as their digital illustra- 
tion director. Working there has 
given me the opportunity to work 
on a lot of stuff for Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox. Including the “X-Files,” 
“Buffy the Vampire Slayer" and “Mil- 
lennium.” I enjoy woricing on design 
projects as well as straight illustra- 
tion jobs. I designed the logo forThe 
X-FILES movie, which ended up 
being the basis for the whole mar- 
keting campaign. I also do a lot of il- 
lustration for toy and computer 
software packaging. Prior to that, I 
worked for a company called 


D: What is the process for creat- 
ing one of these pieces? 

TM: It starts with several photo- 
graphs, all with very similar lighting, 
so that I can use several shots of one 
girl and mal<e the perfect pose out 
of all those pictures. 1 usually will go 
through all the shots and find the 
best facial expression along with the 
best torso and the legs I want and 
play Dr. Frankenstein on the com- 
puter. The end pose is very rarely 
taken from one shot. Like I said be- 
forej’m not a photographer so I have 
a hard time getting everything to look 
just right in one shot... luckily, now I 
don't have to. Next comes the cos-

turning. I’ll change the clothes 
around to make it a little more in- 
teresting depending on what she 
was wearing-A few of the girls in the 
series were dancers from local strip 
clubs so they would show up for 
the shoot with a suitcase full of crazy 
clothes that were perfect for this 
project so I didn’t have to do too 
much to the outfits at all in those 
cases.Then I’ll set the scene around 
the girl. Most of the backgrounds are 
painted from scratch in PhotoShop. 
In some cases I’ll go out and shoot a 
building or window or something like 
that and use it for a background. 

D: How much time would you say 
is involved in creating one finished 
piece? 

TM: After their photography is done 
I can usually complete the piece in a 
couple of days. This whole project 
was done on evenings and weekends 
for the last year, so when I say a 
couple of days that means weekend 
full days. 

D: You have worked with a lot of 
fairly popular actresses for these 
pieces. How did you approach them 
and talk them into doing something 
like this? 

TM: In the beginning it was not easy 
I did one sample piece with a pic- 
ture of a model I got from the 
Internet and used that to show the 
girls what the final piece was going 
to look like.The first girl I shot was 
Frosty, a friend of mine who is a lo- 
cal dancer here in LA. When 1 told 
her about the idea she loved it, she 
is really into the whole vampire thing 
like me. She even had her own fengs. 
The more images I did, the easier it 
was to get bigger names involved. 
Once they saw what it was going to 
be like they got pretty excited to be 
involved. I met Taylor St. Claire (adult 
film star) at the CES convention in 
Las Vegas and asked her if she wanted 
to be in the series. She in turn 
hooked me up with Lorissa 
McComas and Chelsea Blue (adult 
film star). So now the ball was roll- 
ing. all the girls who were successful 
models starting telling their model 
friends and so on, I also met Tina 
Tyler (adult film star) at CES. Sev- 
eral months later when I thought 
the projectwas finished, I metTylene 
Buck who is one my favorite fitness 
models, She has been on the cover 
of coo many magazines to mention. 


When she agreed to be in it I gladly 
extended the series to accommo- 
date two more images of her 

D: Do you have a finished piece in 
your head when you take the pho- 
tos or do you just have a general idea 
and get the inspiration from the 
photos themselves? 

TM: I have a general idea of what 
I'm looking to get out of the shoot 
but usually the end result evolves 
into something else entirely, which I 
welcome. It really depends on the 
girl and how comfortable they are 
with the process. Some of the poses 
are very difficult and just don’t work 
with certain girls, while someone 
else will pull it off perfectly. I am al- 
ways reminding them that the photo 
is just a base and the background is 
completely irrelevant.The end prod- 
uct is not going to look anything like 
the environment it was created in. 
That’s when the trust comes in on 
their part, but before we start I show 
them some “before and afters" and 
that usually puts them at ease. 

D: What was the reaction of the 
models in seeing the final work? 

TM: So far the responses have been 
great, they usually can’t get over how 
they look as vampires. I usually will 
tweak the eye color and flesh tones 
so they end up looking pretty dif- 
ferent, as well as changing their hair 
around. In the end I started shoot- 
ing them with their hair in a pony- 
tail so I could do what ever I wanted 
with it later. For example, I would 
paint the hair all blown to one side 
to give the image some motion and 
life. 

D: Do you have a personal fascina- 
tion with vampires? 

TM: I chink vampires are cool! Hol- 
lywood has always linked vampires 
with romance because they’re mys- 
terious and sexy and society just 
can’t seem to get enough of them. I 
love it eveiy time I see another vam- 
pire movie come out. When I saw 
the LOST BOYS for the first time I 
thought those guys were the coolest 
vampires I'd ever seen. It’s not a 
morbid kind of vampire fascination, 
but more of an appreciation for the 
history and where this whole myth 
began. Before I started this project I 
read a book on the truth about vam- 
pires, fact or fiction, and it was re- 
ally interesting. 





D: Manyillustratorsfeartheevolve- 
mentofcomputerart, yetyou seem 
to embrace it. What do you feel 
about the progression of art into 
computers and where do you think 
it is going? Do you chink the term 
“artist” will change completely as we 
know it? 

TM: I fought getting into the com- 
puter just as much as everyone else. 

I honestly felt like I didn’t have a 
choice in thematter.Thatwas where 
the industry was going and if I 
wanted to stay in it I had to switch 
over. When I moved to LosAngeles 
from Buffalo, New York (where I 
grew up) every person that I showed 
my airbrush portfolio to said, “this 
is great, but you need to learn the 
computer (because) we don’t use 
airbrush guys anymore,” So I bor- 
rowed some money and dropped 
six grand on a computer (which is 
probably worth about 28 cents 
now) and started teaching myself 
Photoshop. I completely switched 
over about three and a half years ago 
and now that it’s all said and done, I 
love it, I miss painting traditionally 
every now and then, but I get over 
it.As far as the word artist changing, 

I don't think so at all.The computer 
is only a tool. It still cakes an artist in 
every sense of the word to create 
something beautiful on the com- 
puter The biggest misconception 
out there is that the computer does 
all the work. That’s just ridiculous, 
A perfect example is what happened 
about 4 or 5 years ago when a lot of 
companies decided they were go- 
ing digital and a lot of traditional art- 
ists lost there jobs to people who 
had a lot of knowledge on the com- 
puter but weren't artists.What the 
companies learned was it was a lot 
easier to take an artist and teach 
them the computer than it was to 
take a computer whiz and teach 
them to be an artist. All the same 
rules apply on the computer about 
light and form and everything you 
learn in art school. 

D: Has the‘‘When Darkness Falls” 
been released in poster form? 

TM:Yes it has, the first poster is be- 
ing distributed by a publisher here 
in LosAngeles called Image 2000. It 
is available at Spencer Gifts nation- 
wide and the second poster is in 
production right now. By the time 
this article comes out it should be 
in stores also. The first one is the 


image ofTaylor St.Claire standing in 
front of the mirror.The second one 
to be released is the one of Lorissa 
McComas and Holly Hollywood 
that was used on the cover of this 
issue of DRACULINA. 

D: Are these posters for sale just in 
stores? 

TM: Besides Spencer Gifts, anyone

D: Is there a plan to eventually re- 
lease all the images as posters or will 
most be used for the 2001 calen- 
dar? 

TM; If the posters do well enough 
to justify producing all of them. I'm 
all for it. But, as of now, no hard num- 
ber of how many to produce has 
been decided.They will ail be in the 
calendar for 2001 which is still up 
for grabs. The publisher doing the 
posters is interested in doing the 
calendar but nothing has been final- 
ized yet, so I’m still shopping the 
images to potential publishers to 
produce the calendar. If the calen- 
dar gets picked up it will most likely 
be released in August of this year. 

D: Do you have similar projects 
planned containing photography and 
computer art? 

TM: Yes, I am planning on doing a 
follow up to‘'When Darkness Falls” 
for 2002. It will be similar in the style 
but will have a different theme than 
vampires. Right now I’m focusing on 
getting this series out there so I 
probably won’t start the follow-up 
for a couple of months. 

D: Any long-term goals? 

TM: I really enjoy doing this kind of 
work and would like to continue 
doing it and hopefully every project 
will get better and better. I would 
like to eventually put together a 
book of my own, with all the other 
stuff I do as well as the pinup stuff.

I thought that someday 
1 would be a movie star.And I never 
considered being a musician, how- 
ever, the idea of being a rock-n-roll 
star has often crossed my mind. 

D: How did you hook up with Fac- 
tory 2000? 

MM: I'm not really sure... I think 
maybe one night Bill Hellfire put 
something a little funny in my drink. 
Whatever it was, it left me inclined 
to get naked and brutalized for the 
sake of exploitation. And then 
there's the brainwashing... No, I'm 
just kidding, of course! Actually. Bill 
and I go way back, We're from the 
same town, we went to the same 
high school (seven years apart), but 
actually I've known him since the 
early days of Severed Lips Record- 
ings. Back then, it was just a record 
label. Then in ‘96 I started making 
movies through E.I.. but I wasn't of 
legal age yet. Boo hoolThen I made 
my debut in ‘97 with The INFA- 
MOUS BONDAGE MURDERS. 
Honestly. I agreed to do the role 
because I had seen CARESS OFTHE 
VAMPIRE 2; TEENAGE GHOUL 
GIRL A GO-GO and I thought it was 
fucking great! Besides, I’m a fairly 
uninhibited individual (and cute, 
too), so I figured I'd be perfect for 
the role of the girl that gets abducted, 
stripped and murdered, all for the 
sake of trying to score some mari- 
juana. In retrospect, I don't even 
think that I realized what I was get- 
ting into when shooting my segment 
for the movie. Honestly, it hadn’t 
occurred to me that people were 
actually going to like me, and want 
CO see more. I was doing it purely 
for fun. and the rest is history. 


MM: I’m pretty indecisive. But, I’ve 

always known that I deserve a lot of D: You look really young for your 
attention. What I mean is, I never age, do you think that is a big draw- 



if I’m gonna he rolling around naked 
with Liz Bathory so that some random 
guy in Idaho can get his rocks off, I

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mg power to people buying your 
movies? 

MM: I guess it probably works both 
ways. I’ve been told that I liave that 
"innocent school-girl" quality, . . and 
people like to see innocence defiled. 
And really.all of the Factory girls look 
very young (Liz Bathory, Marie 
Mazur), because they are! I’m sure 
that plenty of fans like our movies 
for that reason alone. On the other 
hand. I'm sure there are plenty of 
people tfiat may never even check 
out one of our movies for the same 
reason.Those cats that prefer more 
womanly, voluptuous actresses are 
probably not enthused with the 
whole pedophilia appeal of Factory 
2000 . 

D: All of your movies deal with 
women getting strangled, tickled or 
violated in some fashion or another. 
What are your feelings on tliese 
movies and the people that watch 
them? 

MM: I think it's absolutely bizarre, 
of course. Personally, I don't have a 
foot fetish, strangulation fetish, or 
anything quite like chat. Buuya know, 
we all have our unique fantasies. I 
have some strange ones of my own 
so I don’t find it too disturbing when 
someone else's is to see me naked 
and strangled to death. Honestly, for 
me, tickle torture is a face far worse 
than death by asphyxia. Besides, 
major studios only offer a watered 
down version of the same violent 
acts. In our genre of motion picture, 
we get to zero in on these acts, 
shov/ them for what they are.Wa tch- 
ing someone get beaten, raped or 
strangled for twenty minutes straight 
is an uncomfortable experience. It's 
true horror! It has much more of 
an impact than Hollywood's thirty- 
second segment.The fact chat these 
obsessively long torture segments 
sell our fims is testimony to what 
the public really wants. Tfie MPAA 
feels America has seen too much 
violence, truth is America wants 
more! Factoi7 2000 wants to give it 
to them, 

O: Do you think feeding the public 
this type of entertainment is healthy? 

MM: I chink cliat Cliarles Manson 
said it best with “I don’t care about 


your society. The public is a bunch 
of assholes." The world didn't get 
these perverse ideas from me. I 
know the fetish world of sex and 
violence would exist without Misty 
Mundae.. and I don't really care to 
be involved with any kind of con- 
formity or moral majority.As sweet 
and innocent as I may appear to be 


I'm just as much a sexual deviant as 
many of my fans. Obviously. I am an 
exhibitionist, an anarchist and quite 
the eccentric If you ask Bill Hellflre, 
he'll cell you that the cause he is lead- 
ing is for destruction. Factoiy 2000 
was created "to further the decline 
of die western society.” I think tliat's 
a more noble cause than any other 


D: You do conventions. Have you 
ever ran into any fans that scared 
you? 

MM: Not really. I get all types, some 
stranger than others. But, really, I find 
a lot of them to be Yei7 personable. 
I appreciate anyone who likes me 
enough to come back for more, 


D: Could you describe an average 
Misty Mundae fan? 

MM: I don’t diink there really is an 
average fan. I have couples tliat seem 
like tliey're in their 40s coming to 
my table and buy multiple movies. I 
think that's fuckin’ great. It’s cool to 
think that a movie about incest and 
strangulation can help bring people 


closer together Bill jokingly said that 
our new slogan would be, "let Fac- 
to 17 2000 help save your marriage.” 
Then I get younger kids around my 
age buying movies, and I chink that’s 
really cute! But I suppose the large 
majority of my fans are typically 
weird. tfie quiet type, basically out- 
casts from society... but that’s cool 
coo, because that's kind of how I 
consider myself. 

D:Whac are your feelings on die les- 
bian aspects of your movies? 

MM: The lesbian scenes in our 
movies are probably more on the 
mainstream end of our stuff. That’s 
a good thing, because we are prob- 
ably reaching a larger audience.And 
personally, I’d rather be kissing and 
fondling a beautiful girl instead of 
being choked .. wouldn’t you? In 
fact. I want the girl on girl scenes to 
get more hot from now on. because 
that's one aspect of our movies that 
even turns me on when watching 
the finished product. You'll probably 
be seeing a lot more of that kind of 
stuff in the new Factor movies... if 
I'm gonna he rolling around naked 
with Liz Bathoi7 so that some ran- 
dom guy in Idaho can get his rocks 
off, I miglit as well get mine, too! 

D: Where do you draw the line? 
What won’t you do in a movie? 

MM: Shucks, I don’t know, I mean, 
there is a lot of crazy things that I 
have done, but a list of things that I 
won’t do could go on forever I’d 
never be pissed on, no chanlcs. (And 
believe me, it has been suggested.) I 
wouldn’t eat any meac.. rot chat the 
script usually calls for such, but that’s 
something I wouldn’t do, camera 
rolling or not. I wouldn’t he locked 
In the trunk of a car for moi-e than a 
few seconds. I’ve been through it 
once during the making of VIRTUAL 
KIDNAPPER, and the incident has 
left me scarred. I’d never be on a 
daytime television situation com- 
edy... prime time TV makes me 
want to hurt people; it reminds me 
why I hate mainstream society. 

D:Whac were the edited out scenes 
ill I WASATEENAGE STRANGLER? 

MM; The bulk of the scenes chat 
ended up on the cutting room floor 




(figuratively speaking of course, this 
is video we're talking about) include 
a bloody wire hanger abortion, the 
consumption of the aborted fetus, 
and then some random fecal mat- 
ter consumption is thrown in there, 
too, We were just crying to give you 
your money's worth with this one. 
There’s also a scene where an inno- 
cent door-to-door cookie sales girl 
is abducted and raped. However, the 
bloody blow job scene never saw it's 
way to the edited copy. Sorry, folks! 

D; Your sex scenes with Bill Hellfire 
get pretty intense sometimes, do 
you think they will ever cross the 
line into X-raced material? 

MM: Oh, I don’t know, I guess it re- 
ally doesn't matter. Honestly, I don’t 
find straight pornography very ap- 
pealing, it’s all just open — heart sur- 
gei 7 from where I’m sitting. I think 
chat soft-core sex films are much 
more sensual, so I’d probably rather 
just see myself portrayed in that way. 

I don’t watch too many adulc mov- 
ies. I watch some of the other low- 
budget stuff that comes out, just to 
get an idea of what's out there, and 
what other videographers are do- 
ing. I do enjoy some of the rape porn 
of the sixties and seventies. That’s a 
form of entertainment that should 
have never been abandoned. Rape 
porn is probably the purest form of 
adult cinema: it’s the only thing ex- 
citing to come out of the genre 

D:You wrote theVELVETEENVAM- 
PIRE, what is happening with that 
movie? 

MM: Well, the cast of that movie 
was all female, about 10 different 
girls. Basically, we wanted to do an 
all-girl orgy.so shooting it was a lot 
of fun. But it's been difficult to re- 
group that entire cast again to finish 
the rest of our scenes. We have 
about four or five more scenes to 
do before we can start editing. But 
it will be worth it when we can fi- 
nally put it out. 

D: Do you have ideas for movies that 
may differ from the standard Fac- 
tory 2000 formula? 

MM; Not really. We are all pretty 
much on the same wavelength for 
what we're working on right now. 
Hopefully when we get our feet off 



of the ground we’ll be able to start 
making the types of films we’re re- 
ally aspiring to do, like gia/fos, slasher 
movies, even bigger budget soft- 
core sex films. I have a few ideas of 
my own for a slasher film, but it's all 
tentative right now. 

The Factory just finished our latest 
and certainly greatest endeavor 
DUCK! THE CARBINE HIGH MAS- 
SACRE. In a lot of ways, it’s only 
expanding on what we have been 
doing, except now we’ve hit the 
nerve we have been prodding at for 
the last 4 years. When those two 
kids snapped at Columbine High 
everyone in the Factory was walk- 
ing on clouds... excited, asking our- 
selves “Is this the shape of things to 
come? Is the machine finally break- 
ing down to the point where our 
youth is beginning to exterminate 
each other at puberty?” We felt 
before it could be made into some 
All-American "family values” propa- 
ganda TV movie mini-series, we 
would produce it from the killers’ 
perspective and, of course, add the 
Factory’s manifesto into their logic. 
Everyone involved had found high 
school a tortuous and stifling envi- 
ronment so it wasn’t very difficult 
to imagine why the incident oc- 
curred. Then to see it replayed on 
the news again and again made the 
incident a prime target. The final out- 
come is a wonderful gut-splitting so- 
cial satire. I play a preachy Born 
Again Christian who condemns her 
classmates to hell. Definitely the 
most controversial picture I have 
ever been involved with. The movie 
has barely been released and the 
producers are getting tons of hate 
mail and death threats. Since there 
are no distributors willing to touch 
it as of yet it's being distributed 
through our web site 
www.Duck2k.com so check it out. 

D: You've done several videos for 
WAVE productions, what was it like 
working for them? 

MM: r ve never actually worked 
with wave’s producer, Gary 
Whitson. What happens is people 
send W.A.V.E. certain custom video 
scripts, and sometimes Gary is ei- 
ther not that interested in produc- 
ing that particular idea, or sometimes 
he finds them way too risky and bi- 
zarre, so he hands them over to us. 


He’s always commissioning the Fac- 
tory to do the odd jobs that he finds 
too compromising. I guess he figures 
nothing is coo weird for Factoiy 
2000 . 

D:Any funny or scary mishaps while 
shooting any of your fetish movies. 

MM: Only once. During the mak- 
ing of GOING UNDER, meany Bill 
Hellfire was making me strip at 
knifepoint. He really cut me! Being 
the trooper that I am, I didn't call 
cut, and we just kept shooting.Then 
Bill drank my blood. 


D: What type of movies do you like 
to watch? 

MM: All types. Mainly horror I love 
all the gia/fo-esque films that came 
out of the sixties and seventies. It 
was a great decade for horror and 
exploitation. I find all the later slasher 
and gore films from the eighties less 
impressive, but I guess it has its place 
in the genre, I really dig surrealist 
films like EL TOPO and SANTO 
SANGRE.AIejandroJodorowski is a 
phenomenal director .Very inspir- 
ing, completely baffling. Aside from 
surrealism, his films are a kind of 
sociopolitical satire, kind of like

Do you hope to expand 
your acting career? 

MM: Oh. I don't know. I guess I’ll 
pursue acting. But for the time be- 
ing it is kind of purusing me. I’m 
sure chat as long as directors have 
parts for me, I’m really happy to 
be involved in this strange little 
world. 

D; If there were movie producers 
out there that were interested in 
hiring you for a movie with more 
of a story rather than just fetish 
type material, would you be inter- 
ested? 


MM: Of course. I'd love to make 
career out of acting. Sure, it would 
depend on the role. I'm really not 
interested in Hollywood movies at 
all. I'd much rather stay "under- 
ground" and remain part of the 
indie world. 

D: Most people, myself included, 
were just mesmerized by your 
eyes. The cover of the last 
DRACULINA I think entranced 
people to buy it. Do you use that 
power to get what you want, or 
are you even aware of its exist- 
ence? 

MM: Shucks. I don’t know! I guess 
it's kind of a catch-22, because 
even though my eves are one of 
my favorite features, they don't re- 
ally serve any other purpose. I’m 
as blind as a bat. I chink maybe If I 
had the option to trade in my vi- 
sually impaired baby blues for a set 
of browns with 20-20... 1 wouldn’t! 
Isn’t vanity a bitch'? 


D: Will there be a Misty Mundae 
fan club?

always fascinated with things 
they can’t explain or know 
about - and it leaves so much 
room to play with. So, Mike Raso 
wrote a script with us girls in 
it, and how could I say no to a 
spin off.” 

In THE EROTIC WITCH 
PROJECT, audiences follow 
three college co-eds who dis- 
appeared in the woods of New 
Jersey while searching for the 
mythical Erotic Witch. Our 
three sexy co-eds in this film 
are Katie Keane, Darian Cane 
and Victoria Vega. “We had an 
outline of a script, but ad-libbed 
everywhere,” said Darian. "We 
spent three days shooting the 
video. The first day was 80% 
work and 20% laughing. The 
second was all at night though 
65% of the time was spent try- 
ing to light a fire, and the third 
day was a few hours of work 
and then us adding our crazy 
ideas." 

Among these crazy ideas was 
an escaped gorilla that shows 
up to frighten the girls, blow- 
up dolls hanging from the trees, 
and cryptic, sexual icons dis- 
played in the forest. But the 
main thrust of the movie comes 
through the extreme sexual 
desire which arises in the girls 
as they fall prey to the powers 
of the Erotic Witch. Each in 
turn displays their own sexual 


prowess, eventually delving into 
wild, passionate sex with each 
other. From self-exploration in 
the forest to threesomes in the 
tent and around a campfire, 
THE EROTIC WITCH 
PROJECT is a wild and sexual 
romp that plays all to well into 
the Blair Witch mythology. 
Shared Darian, “The whole 
movie is sexual, but we had a 
lot of fun as well. I will never 
forget Katie’s tit scene as ev- 
eryone went hiding behind the 
tent crying in laughter.”

is, the humor adds extra en- 
joyment to this parody - an en- 
joyment that comes through in 
the performances.

While the name 
and set-up are the only true 
parodies here, THE BLONDE 
WENCH PROJECT is a glamor 
video of several girls who "were 
paid to mal<e a video, but we 
got drunk and lost it.

SINGLE WHITE VAMPIRE 


Branching out into the Erotic Hor- 
ror genre, Richard Poche and Im- 
age Group Multimedia have recently 
released their first short feature film 
SlNGLEWHITEVAMPIRE.This vam- 
pire thriller stars Tracy Lines in the 
lead role of Arabella, the young col- 
lege student looking for a man, She 
is pursued by Penny Lynn as 
Carmilla, the Vampire Queen. 
Saphire, Krystal Sixx and 1. Antony 
McPherson round out the cast in 
supporting roles. 

Through an ad in the local per- 
sonals, Clark, played by Stacy 
Killmoor, finds the girl of his dreams, 
slightly mysterious but wonderful to 
be with. Things seem pretty nor- 
mal until he finds out about 
Arabella’s odd eating habits and her 
slightly thirsty friends. Just when 
he thinks things are under control, 
if a little strange, in comes Carmilla 
theVampire Queen, played by Penny 
and her minion Babs to make life a 
strange and otherworldly nightmare. 

This is a good first outing into the 
erotic vampire realm. The plot has 
a surprise ending which I like in 
horror films. Viewers should keep 
an eye out for an enticing striptease 
and champagne shower scene with 
Tracy Lines. The high point of the 
movie for this viewer was Penny 
Lynn’s performance as Carmilla. 
Much like the Broadway perfor- 
mance of Dracula, she plays the 
vampire queen with a sultry delight 
in being someone with an evil mind, 
special powers and a will to use 
them. 

While the supporting perfor- 
mances could be a little stronger and 
the editing needs to be improved, I 
would rate this a fair first release 
give it 2 stars out of 4.. 
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witch, the video starts out by intro- 
ducing us to the lovely trio of Katie 
Keane, Darian Caine and Victoria Vega. 

Katie starts things off with an into- 
the-lens recap of the Erotic Witch ur- 
ban legend: back in 1812 a local girl 
who was overly sexually charged was 
taken out to the woods and abandoned 
supposedly beginning a chain of super- 
natural infections of hyper-sexuality for 
anyone who has since wandered in that 
region of the wood. 

The girls briefly discuss the purpose 
of their jaunt into the woods, take a 
break for some cute lesbian shenani- 
gans involving Victoria in the shower 
and then Darian treats the viewers to 
an extended masturbation sequence. 

After cooling down, the trio heads 
out to interview the locals a la "Blair,” 
Here the yokel locals are no less slack- 
jawed than their BlairWitch counter- 
parts and probably a lot more so. The 
humor at this point seems forced and 
broad and it would appear that the 
video is about to head downhill fast. 
But if you stay with it, the wide variety 
of action really starts to pick up. 

One by one the girls are touched 
by the spirit of the unseen witch and 
take turns getting all hot and horny 
and running around nekkid. The req- 
uisite map is lost, their bearings go 
astray, and they begin to bicker and 
argue. Each girl treats us to her own 
little tableau of wantonness as she 
becomes inspired to new erotic 
heights. As the clothes come off, the 
clothes become lost and now we have 
three beautiful naked girls lost in the 
woods. There is no real ending to the 
activities because the girls become so 
lost in indulging in themselves and each 
other that they don’t even notice that 
they are being filmed by the Erotic 
Witch (from a RO.V. perspective) and 
the tape just runs out. 

We usually hate movies with no end- 
ings but this little peculiarity didn’t dis- 
appoint. If you don’t hold your hopes 
up too high for a classic spoof, you'll 
be pelvicaliy satisfied by the antics on 
display in THE EROTIC WITCH 
PROJECT. 

Co-producer Mike Raso warns us 
that this special presentation of the 
video is limited to only 500 copies and, 
after they run out, the mainstream 
release will be shorn of most of the 
extremes on hand here. That definitely 
means that Darian Caine’s exercise in 
manual dexterity will be among the 
first scenes to go. If you are a normal 
male (or really cool female), you won't 
want to miss this scene. When her 
hands are on herself, you definitely will 
not have your hands on the remote 
control. 

All three of the women in the cast 
are very attractive and talented. The 
performances ring as true as one could 
hope for in such a small production. 


There may be more tattoos on hand 
than the average viewer might care for, 
but that should definitely not be a 
problem for the DRACULINA crowd. 

Also included in this special presen- 
tation is a lengthy documentary about 
the mockumentary. There is even 
more extended footage featuring the 
frightened-out-of-their-clothes females 
and it would appear that most of this 
bonus material will disappear upon 
general release. We don't know how 
many of the original 500 are still left, 
but run - don't walk - to your tele- 
phone, PC or DRACULINA DIRECT 
catalogue and order the Limited 
Collector's Edition of THE EROTIC 
WITCH PROJECT now! 

We suspect that there will still be 
much to recommend when the tamer 
version is finally released but it would 
be foolish to wait and settle when the 
real thing is available now.

AVENGER VER- 
SUS ULTRA- 
VILLAIN IN THE 
LAIR OF THE 
NAKED BIKINI

When you're working with a title like 
this, you'd better produce the goods. 
Depending upon your expectations 
from such a title, you either going to 
love this one or hate it. As the old 
vaudevillian motto goes: if you buy the 
premise, you’ll buy the bit. Are you 
game for a premise that involves a 
masked super hero named The Mas- 
turbating Gunman (aka The Masked 
Avenger) who is chasing down an 
archvillain who has kidnapped the 
wanker's virgin sister in hopes of pro- 
ducing a new unholy savior? If that 
doesn’t entice you, then we’ll throw 
in the fact that the chicken-choker 
solves his crimes by sniffing for clues 
in the victims' panties a la a humping 
bloodhound. Want more? The 
kryptonite in this superhero's craw is 
the fact that he masturbates uncon- 
trollably at the very sight of a naked 
woman. Rather than shoving some 
piece of stone from a far off planet 
under Superman’s nose, the bad guys 
here need only to supply an exposed 
buxom beauty to distract our hero 
from saving the day. As the saying goes, 
“he must jerk before he does his 
works!” And so the persnickety 
archvillain plans to defend himself by 
distracting the Gunman with plenty of 
reasons to "jerk” in order to kill him. 

Adding to the confusion of the plot, 
the Masked Avenger, besides his du- 


ties as the Masturbating Gunman, also 
runs an unmasked agency through 
which he retrieves kidnapping victims. 
So what is he? A super hero who hid- 
den identity is as another super hero? 
Oh, that's right., you have to buy the 
premise. 

Once the premise has you in the bag, 
you get to sit through plenty of pad- 
ding mostly featuring boring faux rep- 
artee performed with odd Euro ac- 
cents. 

Hey, did we mention that the hero’s 
sister (Powell) is literafly a Sister? That’s 
right, the Masturbating Gunman’s sib- 
ling is a nun who has been kidnapped 
because of her virginity to supply the 
horrendous Helmut Gunta (Be/tons) 
with a vessel to store his unholy seed. 
Naturally, the Sister's only way out of 
being raped by this madman is to al- 
low herself to be raped by everyone 
of his army of henchman. We are 
"treated” to scenes of a nun giving 
head, a nun taking it doggie-style, and 
other treats. Okay, let's get this 
straight: the best way to avoid being 
raped by one lunatic is to allow your- 
self to be raped by a half-dozen or so 
other lunatics! All right, all 
right. . .buying the premise! I remem- 
ber now. You don’t have to read the 
credits to know that this kind of de- 
mentia was written by a man - and I 
am certainly no feminist! 

All of these complaints aside.the film 
mostly suffers from very poor pacing. 
The editing is sort of disjointed and 
there are long stretches of sleep-in- 
ducing monologues and diatribes. But 
if you are one of the lucky ones who 
have bought the premise, then a heavy 
finger on the fast forward button might 
lead you to some enjoyment. After all, 
there is plenty of pseudo-gore and a 
dash of fine female flesh on hand (no 
pun intended, Mr. Gunman!). Gunta’s 
hench-frouen provide some tantalizing 
moments whenever they are on hand 
(sorry, again) to excite our hero. So if 
your fingers aren’t pooped from using 
your remote, your eyes stand a good 
chance of being popped! (A minor 
downside here, this is one of those 
flicks whose erotic eye is most defi- 
nitely focus on ratings as opposed to 
out and out eroticism because all of 
these female distractions strip down 
only to their panties, not one of 'em 
gets downright nekkid). 

Without giving out the ending, leave 
it to say that the Gunman goes on a 
"shooting” rampage at the film’s cli- 
max serving up an unhealthy dosage 
of sour-cream semen to the audience’s 
delight (or disgust). 

The script hints at traces of genius 
and some of the performances are al- 
most decent. If you’ve got an hour 
and a half to kill, you could do worse 
than to spend it watching MASKED 
AVENGER VERSUS ULTRA-VILLAIN 


INTHE LAIR OFTHE NAKED BIKINI. 
Or you could spend it trying to figure 
out what the “Naked Bikini” part is 
supposed to mean or tying to say the 
title three times fast. 

Packaged nicely by E.l. Independent 
Cinema with a stunning bikini-clad 
blonde on the cover, this Shock-O- 
Rama Production is coyly misrepre- 
sented by her presence. Just like in 
the olden golden days of porno, the 
beautiful girl on the cover doesn’t ap- 
pear in the film inside the box. 

An enthusiastic time-waster. 
MASKEDAVENGERVERSUS ULTRA- 
VILLAIN INTHE LAIR OFTHE NA- 
KED BIKINI garners little more than a 
ho-hum from these quarters but we’d 
understand if the “pocket monster” 
crowd finds some welcome familiar ter- 
ritory here. While we’d have to give a 
thumbs down, we’re sure a good por- 
tion of the audience would give it a 
thumbs up if they’d ever get their hands 
out of their pants.

The title THROUGH DEAD EYES 
may have been derived from the film- 
ing style of director Robert Brody. This 
minor time-waster is one of the most 
unpleasant and unenjoyable films to 
come down the pike in quite some 
time. 

With his name above the titles, ex- 
Star Trekker James Doohan gives us 
further evidence as to why he will al- 
ways be remembered for playing Scot- 
tie the engineer and nothing else. 
We've no qualms with aging actors 
finding work, but here Doohan is put 
on display in a few scant scenes and 
was apparently told to “ham it up” as 
much as possible to make up for the 
skimpiness of his role. Here he plays a 
disgraced ex-detective who really 
should have been billed as “All Too 
Obvious Red Herring.” 

The story revolves around a decade 
long series of serial killings and the 
mysterious blind woman who is some- 
how psychically connected to the 
victims, .she sees the murders through 
the victims’ eyes. Not a bad little ker- 
nel ofa plot, to be sure, even if it’s not 
the most brilliantly inventive. But the 
burden of the story is placed upon 
the fragile shoulders Detective Grant 
Sutherland, played by sophomoric Kent

and his brother, Spencer Snygg, have been in the film busi- 
ness for over ten years. They have worked with musical 
talents such as Mark Wahiberg, Natalie Merchant and 
Naughty by Nature. 

INTHE HOOD is the latest feature by the Snygg 
Brothers. Print columnists like Joe Bob Briggs, 

Phantom of the Movies, and Videohound have 
sighted comparisons between the Snyggs and 
the Coen Brothers. Like the Coens, the Snyggs 
enjoy shooting scenes that employ stylized 
camera work and odd-ball characters. IN 
THE HOOD is an action/comedy in the 
spirit of Raising Arizona, Crime Wave 
and a Sam Peckinpah film with a dose 
of bad acid.

DRACULINA: What made you 
come up with the idea of IN THE 
HOOD? 

SNYGG: Well, to be honest with 
you. IN THE HOOD is an experi- 
ment in style. 1 had always wanted 
to make a heavily fast-paced action 
film in the tradition of the Hong 
Kong shoot ‘em up films of Ringo 
Lam and John Woo. INTHEHOOD 
would also be my first film in which 
there would be many surrealistic 
elements in the film. I wanted the 
film to be extremely kinetic, but also 
to include much "Lynchesque” hu- 
mor in the film. 

D: I have been told that this film is 
somewhat‘'autobiographical?” How 
could a film about a gun man in a 
strip bar possibly be considered 
autobiographical? 

SNYGG: Just because the film 
takes place in a strip bar and has tons 
of shoot-em up scenes, it doesn’t 
mean a film can’t be autobiographi- 
cal. The heart or story behind any 
film is not what a film may seem to 
be on the surface. 
GHOSTBUSTERS, ROCKY and PRI- 
VATE PARTS: THE MOVIE are all 
about losers trying to be successful. 
These characters’ goals to become 
successful is what tells the story of 
the movie. Ghosts, boxing and disc 
jockeys are just textures and set- 
tings to the films. INTHEHOOD is 
a film which has similar themes. I 
worked in retail and I was very 
lonely. One day I had made a con- 
scious decision to try very hard to 
change all these things - and I did, to 
a certain degree. Of course, I dis- 
covered that the grass is always 
greener on the other side of the 
fence. Sometimes getting what you 
want is not as good as wanting 
something. This is what IN THE 
HOOD is about. 

D: There are many scenes that have 
nudity in the film. Did you feet un- 
comfortable shooting nudity? 

SNYGG: Not at all. My mother 
was an artist in New York City. Ever 
since I was a kid I have seen nude 
photos, paintings, and sculptures of 
both women and men. My parents' 
house is filled with sexually explicit 
paintings that seem like they came 
out of some depiction of a Pent- 
house forum letter I kinda felt 
ashamed as a kid bringing the neigh- 
borhood kids over to the house be- 
cause they would think my mom 
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was a pornographer Sex was always 
openly talked about, even though 
many times I really didn’t want to 
hear about it. PTA meetings, for in- 
stance, is not the right time to bring 
up these types of discussions. Par- 
ticularly when you go to a Catholic 
high school. When I went to NYU, 
there were many experimental films 
being produced in the city. I per- 
sonally hate “experimental” films. 
When you ask an experimental film- 
maker. “Hey, what was that sup- 
posed to mean?” the general answer 
always is, “Well, what do you think it 
means?” My answer to that is, “It 
means you haven’t a clue as to what 
it meant and you’re making images 
for no other reason than to try to 
get some kinda reaction... congratu- 
lations, it worked - you bored the 
hell out of me.” Anyway, most of 
these films contained tons of nude 
women and men, and I always found 
myself working as a sound boy, grip 
or gaffer on one of these “experi- 
mental” films. After the initial shock 
of seeing a naked person walking 
around eating donuts with a paper 
mobile welded to his or her head 
and private parts, you become de- 
sensitized to the whole experience. 

D: So you never felt uncomfort- 
able at all about the issue of nudity? 

SNYGG: The only time I ever feel 
uncomfortable about shooting na- 
ked folks is when you have an actor 
who feels uncomfortable about do- 
ing nudity. Years ago I was a sound 
engineer on a film, and the director, 
who was also the star, wanted his 
girlfriend to do a sex scene with him. 
His girlfriend was extremely uncom- 
fortable with being nude on film, let 
alone doing a sex scene with her 
boyfriend. I’m sure in “real” life she 
wasn’t uncomfortable about having 
sex with her boyfriend. Then again 
maybe she was. This guy was a kook. 
Anyway, when it came time to the 
shoot, she began crying - literally! 
She didn’t want to do the scene. I 
didn’t want to do it either at that 
point. The director wanted to go 
on with the movie and began yelling 
at his girlfriend. I eventually walked 
off the set in disgust, and they shot 
the scene without me. When I saw 
the dailies, his girlfriend actually held 
her blanket up to her neck and cov- 
ered her whole body. He, on the 
other hand, was completely naked 
humping his flabby ass over her cov- 
ered body. It was ridiculous. At that 
point, I swore that I would only di- 
rect“nude” scenes with people who 


felt comfortable with doing nudity. 
Most of the nude women in INTHE 
HOOD are dancers or models. Nu- 
dity wasn’t an issue with them. 

D: But don’t you think the nudity 
in IN THE HOOD is gratuitous? 

SNYGG: Absolutely' Hell, I’m try- 
ing to sell the movie. Actually, if I 
had my choice, maybe everyone in 
the movie would be naked includ- 
ing Fred “Rerun” Berry! 

D: How did you end up working 
with Rerun anyway? 

SNYGG: I had shot a stand-up 
comedy video about a year ago, and 
he was the M.C. of the show. I was 
a camera guy on the project, and 
when the show was finished, I ap- 
proached him and told him that I 
was doing a movie. I asked him if he 
was interested in working on a ac- 
tion flick with tons of nudity. Now 
this is extremely unprofessional to 
ask someone if they are available to 
work for you on someone else’s gig. 
But what the hell, I realty needed a 
celebrity for INTHE HOOD - and 
you only live once. He wanted to 
know how much money I was go- 
ing to pay him. I told him. He said 
yes, and that was it. 

D: What was he like and what was 
it like working with him? 

SNYGG: He was pretty cool to 
work with. I’m always hesitant and 
scared to work with a “celebrity” 
because I fear that they’ll be a super 
primadona. On BLOOD BULLETS 
BUFFOONS, I had the same fear 
when I worked with Penthouse Pet 
of the Year Amy Lynn Baxter. She 
wasn’t a prima dona at all. As a mat- 
ter of fact, she was one of the nicest 
actors that I had ever worked with. 
On the last day of the shoot, she 
asked me where I was going to shoot 
the “bedroom” scenes. 1 had told 
her that I had a set built. She told 
me “why don’t you bring your crew 
over to my apartment and we’ll 
shoot the scenes there.” I was 
shocked. No actor I know would 
ever let an out-of-control film crew 
that likes to tear up electrical boxes 
and hang lights from pets come into 
a house and start production. We 
went over her house and she was a 
very gracious hostess. In between 
takes, we would play with her daugh- 
ter and carry her around the set. I 
would work with Amy Lynn Baxter 
again in a second. We also kept her 
house very much intact. 



D: Did you end up working in 
Rerun's home as weii? 

SNYGG: Weli, no. But 1 reaiiy 
didn't need to shoot at his place ei- 
ther. Fred Berry is a very iiveiy and 
animated guy. Like the character Fred 
used to portray in'‘What's Happen- 
ing," Fred Berry is a non-stop 
jokester. Actualiy, Fred’s first iove is 
dancing. When I worked with him, 
he owned and ran a dance studio in 
New York City. Fred has since reio- 
cated to Los Angeies, and I have 
heard that he is doing the same thing 
out West. Fred Berry was initiaiiy 
one of the dancers on SouiTrain,but 
Don Corneiius fired him when Fred 
asked if he couid get paid. Appar- 
entiy, at ieast back then, Soui Train 
did not pay for its dancers. Fred was 
reaiiy cooi to wori< with. I tend to 
shoot very quickiy. i had nine scenes 
to shoot in about ten hours. We 
got it done, and he was very cooi 
with the scheduie and was more 
than capabie of keeping up with the 
rest of us. Fred is quite funny in the 
movie. To be honest with you, i 
never was a big fan of'What’s Hap- 
pening," but after working with him, 
i reaiized he truiy is a taienied actor 
with good comedic timing. 

D: is there a lot of improvisation in 
INTHE HOOD? 

SNYGG: The whole movie is im- 
provised. Well sort of I have the 
scenes written in an outline form 
which the actors follow. In the 
scenes, the actors’ needs and goals 
are described to them. I have it set 
up so that an improvised scene is 
structured like a written scene. If 
you ever take a screenwriting class 
or just read a writer’s guide, film and 
theatre always follow the same ba- 
sic principles. In every scene a char- 
acter has a need or a goal and this 
goal is conflicted by an antagonist or 
an inner conflict. Tension in a scene 
is created because characters gen- 
erally don't say outright what they 
want. This creates multi-layers and 
subtext to a scene In IN THE 
HOOD, I wanted to create mult-lay- 
ers and tension by filming visual dis- 
tractions rather than have charac- 
ters talking “around” things. The 
subtext would be created due to the 
fact chat the viewer is listening to 
what the characters are saying, but 
he sees different and sometimes 
conflicting actions transpiring in the 
same scene. 


THE HOOD and get away from this 
‘'pseudo-intellectual" bohemian art- 
ist crap. 

SNYGG: Okay, what do you want 
to know? 

D: Debbie Rochon is very good in 
this movie and she is a very big pait 
of its success. How did the two of 
you end up working together? 

SNYGG: Debbie Rochon is my fa- 
vorite actress. I worked with her 
before on a movie called VAMPIRE'S 
SEDUCTION, but it was very brief 
scene. She has a very natural qual- 
ity which I love, and she is very good 
at improvisation. I actually acted in 
a scene with her, and I thought we 
had very good "screen" chemistry. 
When I was writing INTHE HOOD, 

I had her in mind as the lead role 
from the very beginning.Years ago, I 
used to read aiticles and reviews 
which she wrote. I had no idea that 
she was an actress. She saw a film I 
did called BLOOD BULLETS BUF- 
FOONS and gave it to various crit- 
ics, like Joe Bob Briggs, who gave it 
very positive reviews. After bump- 
ing into her on and off, like on 
Troma’sTromeo & Juliet, I finally sat 
down and watched one of the mov- 
ies in which she appeared. I hated 
the film, but I thought she was very 
good. There are many actresses 
who are labeled B-movie actors. 
Most of these people can’t act their 
way out of a paper bag. But Debbie 
is quite good. Regardless of how the 
public and fans label her - B-Queen, 
Scream Queen, whatever - the truth 
is she is a serious actress. Actually, 
after we finished wrapping IN THE 
HOOD, I got a brief cameo in her 
upcoming movieTerror Firmer. I'm 
the best thing you’ll see in two- 
tenths of a second in that movie! 


D: Debbie’s character is very dif- 
ferent from many of the ocher char- 
acters in the movie. She seems more 
realistic than the over-the-top char- 
acters that you, John Fedele and 
Rerun portray. 

SNYGG: Absolutely. She is the 
Dorthy Lamour to my Bing Crosby 
and Fedele’s Bob Hope. I think for 
an audience to identify with a char- 
acter and find him or her engaging, 
they must be more bound in reality. 
John Fedele’s character and my char- 
acter are total freal<i and whack [obs. 
You’re not supposed to laugh with 
us but at us. Debbie's character is 
written very differently. She is 
Frank's ideal woman. She is the 
woman that Frank believes he will 
fall madly in love with because they 
are so similair. In reality, Frank hardly 
knows her, but all his actions in the 
film are to win her love. Debbie’s 
character has to blow Frank off con- 
stantly, but she isn't considered a 
shrew. This is because the Frank 
character has some obvious social 
and mental problems. If Debbie’s 
character was played over the top, 
the audience would not follow 
Frank’s quest. 

D: Tina Krause Is also in this movie. 

SNYGG: Yes, I believe this is the 
first movie in which she doesn’t get 
strangled, beaten, bludgeoned, hung, 
drowned, scabbed, cooked, shot, 
burnt, smothered, chloroformed, 
mummified, raped, drilled, mangled, 
punched, smacked, buried alive, 
poked and murdered. Although she 
does appear nude in the film in a very 
cute scene. Hey, I'm sorry to all the 
Tina Krause fans out there, but I had 
to let her live just this once. 

D: There are many other pretty 
women in this movie as well that 


appear in the background of 
Hooterville. How do you find these 
women chat will take their clothes 
off so readily? 

SNYGG:Ag€nc5. It’s simple as that. 
Bob Gonzo, who also appears in the 
film, hired all the dancers in the 
movie. Michele Occo, Dawn Ross, 
and Tianna Stem were very easy to 
work with. I actually only worked 
with them for one day. Bob actually 
surprised me because he brought 
three women as opposed to the two 
that I had initially expected. Tianna 
was a friend of one of the girls, and 
she decided that she Just wanted to 
be in the film. I just said "hey that’s 
great, the more the merrier" Beau- 
tiful nude women always adds great 
appeal when marketing a motion pic- 
ture. Once again the nice thing 
about working with professional 
dancers is chat nudity is never an 
issue with them. When you’re up 
on stage for eight hours jiggiling in 
front of fat, beer-swilling smelly 
smokers, working on a movie set 
with a sleepless crew is a relief 

D: So what’s next for the fabulous 
Snygg Brothers? 

SNYGG: Heck, I haven’t finished 
promoting IN THE HOOD yet. I 
can t even think of what I'll be work- 
ing on next. I hope to do the film 
festival tour with the film. I have 
never even submitted my film to a 
festival. This should be lots of fun. 
Sometime in early 2000, the film will 
be available through E.l. Indepen- 
dent Cinema, I have gotten many 
positive reviews so far. including 
some folks within the“induscry.'’ So 
get it, rent it, buy it, steal it, do what- 
ever you have to do to see INTHE 
HOOD.. .Now that’s what I’d call to- 
tally shameless self-promotion.

one knows who he rfeally is or 
his true origins. 

Some say he is the offspring of a 
human woman and a devil from Hell. 
Others insist at one time he was 
merely a man...a man who sold his soul 
to know the ultimate pleasures of the 
universe. 

Whatever the case, he has known 
the pleasures and pains of the world. 
He has experienced every deviancy and 
perversion known to man and demon 
alike and has revelled in it. His name 
^has been whispered by those who fear 
his awesome powers. Others simply 
. know him as The Beast. He walks 
amongst us now often confined to tfie 
darkest backroads of the human un- 
conscious. But now he is free...free 
once again to bring his nightmares and 
passions to the unsuspecting. 

There is no place to escape him... he 
is here at last...he is MR CREEPO! 

DRACULINA: We haven't heard 
from you since you made DRILLER in 
I984...when you were interviewed in 
the second issue of DRACULINA. 
Where have you been hiding? 
MR.CREEPOiThey’ve forced us out 
of the mental institution. 

D:Are you serious? 

. MR.C: You’ve known me longer than 
anybody in the business...Aren’t I al- 
ways serious? Of course I’m being se- 
rious. 

And the moment they opened the 
door I bolted for freedom and 
grabbed the first camera I could find 
and started to shoot again. 

D: What might have you been shoot- 
ing? 

MR.C:Weil there are three that have 
been shot to date: BARELY LEGAL LES- 


BIANVAMPIRES -THE CURSE OF ED , 
WOOD, now in release, and SANDY 
HOOK LINGERIE PARTY MASSACRE, 
and BLOOD SPURTItilG VAMPIRE 
FREAKS. The latter two are currently 
in. post production and we are look- 
ing at an early release in the year 2000. 
BARELY LEGAL LESBIANVAMPIRES - 
THE CURSE OF ED WOOD is actu- 
ally directed and co-produced along 
with Mr.Creepo by Emmy Award win- 
ning TV producerTim Swartz of India- 
napolis who shares a common vision. 
D:Was he in the crazy house with you? 
MR. C: In a way. You see for. eleven 
years he worked with my alternate ego 
Tim Beckley on all these weird UFO 
and co'nspiracy books I had been pub- 
lishing. I had met Swartz while I was 
editing a newsstand magazine "UFO 
Universe" and he became my primary 
source of material. He’s written sev- 
eral books for my Global Communi- 
cations publishing division including 
MIND STALKERS, TIME-TRAVEL. A 
' HOW-TO-DO IT GUIDE, and INVIS- 
IBILITY AND LEVITATION. He also 
offered to set up our Conspiracy 
Journal web site at www.webufo.net. 
We worked well together and so 
when we had some spare time — and 
since we both had a background in cin- 
ema we decided to join forces to bring 
exploitation back into the movies 
where it belongs.. .That’s our motto. 
Anyway, there was this blending of cos- 
mic minds. In short, Creepo felt he 
could trust this indie whiz to start and 
complete a project in a professional — 
and commercial — manner.Something 
that is difficult to find in this low bud- 
get B-movie business. 

D: Obviously, your brain cells haven't 
grown in number from the days of 
DRILLER, though what your shooting 
now doesn’t have a triple XXX rating. 
The title BARELY LEGAL LESBIAN 
(continue on page 37) 




Persephone is a world renowned 
fetish model, dominatrix, perfor- 
mance artist, freelance writer and 
actress from Southern California. 
Now located in New York City, she 
has appeared in dozens of fnterna- 
tional publications such as ‘‘Marquis" 
(Germany),‘‘SkinTwo" (UK),‘‘Shiny" 
(UK), "Leg Show” (US), “Fetish” 
(US),“Tatcoo^avage’' (US) and many 
more. 

She has done over 5 dozen fetish 
videos including the vampirfc LA- 
TEX LUST which won an award 
from the Playboy Channel. Her hor- 
ror film credits include BLOOD- 
SPURTING VAMPIRE FREAKS and 
SANDY HOOK LINGERIE PARTY 
MASSACRE. 

Her television appearances in- 
clude “Sex Bytes” (HBO), “Naughty 
Amateur Home Videos” (Playboy 
Channel), '^tange Universe” (UPN), 
“The Howard Stern Show” (CBS 
and E!),“Hollywood Sex" (BBC), and 
IDTV (Netherlands). 

Her appearances on the Internet 
are innumerable, but can be tracked 
by conducting a search through 
most search engines under Mistress 
Persephone. 

Most notable are PLAYBOY 
ONLINE and MISTRESS 
PERSEPHONE’S TARTARUS, her 
own website located at 
www.gothic.net/--framses which is 
designed and maintained by famed 
horror artist Chad Savage. She is also 
active in the NYC nightlife as a regu- 
lar contributor to v/ww.nyrock.com, 
and is an advocate for promoting un- 
derground music and horror/ex- 


ploitation films. 

She has appeared on the album art 
of bands worldwide including The 
Ghastly Ones, Danny Dean and the 
Homewreckers, and The Monsters 
as well as club/event flyers and 
passes all over the country includ- 
ing Feitico Gallery in Chicago and the 
SkinTwo Rubber Ball in London, UK. 

Her performance art has 
the stages of EUROPERVE in 
Amsterdam, STILETtO in Los An- 
geles, DIABOLIQUE in Philadelphid, 
and the BLACK AND BLUE BALL 
in New York City. 

DRACULINAiWhat are your ear- 
liest recollections as far as horror 
and blood and gore go? 
PERSEPHONE: Well, as men- 
tioned before, I started watching 
horror films early on. As far as ac- 
tual gore goes, I remember being 3 
years old and my little brother was 
out in the yard walking on these 
squash that were encircling this hole 
in the ground filled with 
soda bottles. He slipped and 
his knee right open and 1 have rec- 
ollections of a bone protruding 
through the flesh, with blood squirt- 
ing everywhere. My mother ran out 
and wrapped a towel on it, and off 
he went to the hospital. 

D: What is your favorite vampire 
movie of all time? 

PERSEPHONE: I love DRACULA 
HAS RISEN FROM THE GRAVE. 
Christopher Lee is my favorite 
Dracula, and the gothic imagery in 
that film has always mesmerized me. 


i 


He had such a feral energy in that 
film; such a strong and commanding 
countenance. I fantasized for years 
about having him come to my bal- 
cony window to taste my blood. 

D: Do you look for a sexy vampire 
when you watch or rent a video? 
PERSEPHONE:You mean if I rent 
a vampire movie? Not really. I usu- 
ally hope that I can enjoy the film, 
mostly. So many of them are just 
awful. If there is a sexy vampire in it, 
then that's an added bonus. 

D: What would you like to person- 
ally see in a horror film that has not 
been done yet? 

PERSEPHONE: Me done up as a 
zombie eating brains! 

D: You've done dozens of fetish vid- 
eos... What have been your most 
memorable ones and why has the 
fetish market continued to grow? 
PERSEPHONE: It has become 
more mainstream in recent years 
and it has grown because there is a 
higher demand for it. The media 
shows more of an interest m fetish 
costuming and d/s and s/m related 
content than ever before and I be- 
lieve that is due the emancipation 
of sexual taboos. My most memo- 
rable videos were LATEX LUST, 
which was a vampire tale, and THE 
BATTERED HUSBAND for Syren 
Productions which was the most 
fun I ever had on a shoot.Thac is my 
favorite video to date. 

D: Now that you have two horror 
films under your belt, how would 
you compare this to doing a fetish 
video? 

PERSEPHONE: Well, it takes 
much longer to do a shoot. Days 
versus hours and I actually have a 
script where I normally ad-lib every- 
thing and stick to a rough outline. 
Horror films are harder work, but I 
have way more fun doing them be- 
cause the cast and crew have been 
amazing people! 

D: What is there about your back- 
ground that pointed you in the di- 
rection of being a “Scream Queen?” 
PERSEPHONE: I was always a 
scream queen in training, screaming 
in front of the TV, pissing off my 
Mom, and trying to convince her I 
could do it better It's just an inbred 
facet of my personality. 

D: In the film BLOOD SPURTING 
VAMPIRE FREAKS there is a seg- 
ment in which another Creepette - 
Violet - is taped at a New York club 
being penetrated by long needles in 
a very erotic performance. I under- 


stand you do a similar performance. 
What is the fescination with pain and 
pleasure and how do you justify the 
two? 

PERSEPHONE: Well. I was a part 
of that performance as well. I was 
standing right next toViolet getting 
pierced across my chest and abdo- 
men. I don’t really feel pain when I 
do it because the needles are only 
22-gauge. Mostly my fascination is 
having control of my body; strength- 
ening the mind to overcome any 
pain is a huge adrenaline rush com- 
parable to the marathon runner 
who pushes himself even chough ev- 
ery muscle strains in anguish in or- 
der to achieve his goal. 

D: In SANDY HOOK LINGERIE 
PARTY MASSACRE there is a scene 


when you are shown being chased 
through the night by a mad killer 
with a hook... there is a storm raging 
as you dash toward the beach. It's a 
very dramatic scene. Can you de- 
scribe what really happened that 
night? 

PERSEPHONE: What happened 
was we needed to shoot a scene in 
a hurricane and we were very con- 
cerned about how we were going 
to create that much rain on a low 
budget. Apparently the cards were 
stacked in our favor because it be- 
gan to rain in torrents that night and 
it was about 40 degrees outside. 

I was very excited to finally be able 
to do this type of scene, so I ran out 
of the house and onto the beach in 
a tiny PVC miniskirt and halter top. 
wrestling in the waves with our 
killer who lost his hook in the wa- 
ter. We got some great footage, but 
it rained so hard that a lot of it was 
unusable, but managed to save some 


of it. At one point we had a squad 
car circling the area because some- 
one heard me screaming. 

What we couldn’t get that night we 
shot early the next morning which 
was even colder, but not as rainyll! 
I jumped right into the waves to 
drench myself and did it as fast as I 
could. It was completely exhilarat- 
ing and exciting. 

D: Do you prefer horror, slasher 
films or appearing in erotic vampire 
videos? 

PERSEPHONE: I don’t really pre- 
fer portraying any of them because 
it's all so new to me. But if I had to 
pick my perfect role, I would be a 
braineating zombie like Linnea 
Quigley in RETURN OF THE LIV- 


ING DEAD. She was the first per- 
son who ever really affected me in 
chat way. I wanted to be like her char- 
acter. “Trash” so bad in 1984! 

D: What are your objectives.Where 
would you like to take your career? 
PERSEPHONE: I have several se- 
cret projects in the works, some in 
the horror business and some not. 
I definitely would like to continue 
making movies and I plan to keep 
adding to my website and writing 
freelance as well. Everything I have 
ever done has been for love, so I just 
hope that I can continue to live my 
life in the underground, support 
horror and fetishism in all it’s many 
forms, and have a great time doing 
it. 

D: When did you first get turned 
onto horror films and what movies 
got you hooked? 

PERSEPHONE: I was first turned 
on to horror film by my mother 


who watched them on the Latin 
American network in Los Angeles. 
KMEX.The first one I ever saw was 
EL BARON DEL TERROR (aka 
BRANIAC) starring Abel Guzman. 
The SPFX were awful, but it got me 
addicted to horror.Another one of 
my first movies completely terrified 
me as a child. It was called LA LOBA. 
I was also really into Santo movies 
and actually saw SANTO CONTRA 
LAS MUJERESVAMPIRO on the big 
screen in Guadalajara, Mexico when 
I was about 5. 

Once I started learning English, I 
started watching horror films on 
American stations. I remember 
SALEM’S LOT as being the first pro- 
duction to ever make me scream 
out loud! Hammer Films were also 
my favorites. Christopher Lee being 
my first crush. 

D: Do sex and blood share a com- 
mon ground? 

PERSEPHONE: In my eyes they 
do. I have always been aroused by 
crimson imagery in movies and in 
life. I first started to associate blood 
with sexuality at an early age watch- 
ing actresses like Barbara Steele and 
Ingrid Pitt dripping it from their 
blood-soaked fangs or from gaping 
wounds. 

In my performance art, I try always 
to incorporate either bloody body 
parts or blood itself because I find 
nothing sexier than human flesh 
coated in scarlet liquid. 

D: Do slasher films like SANDY 
HOOK contribute to violence in so- 
ciety? 

PERSEPHONE: If someone is de- 
ranged enough to commit serial mur- 
der chan I think they are wacky to 
begin with, and these films are not 
the catalyst for their lunacy. 

D: How do you seperate reality 
from fantasy? 

PERSEPHONE: 1 have a very bal- 
anced life where fantasy and reality 
must be separated in order to pre- 
vent me from dying of boredom. If 
my whole life was constantly in one 
realm, than it would never be excit- 
ing to cross over into the other. 
D:Why is there a rise in the popu- 
larity of vampire and goth literature 
and culture? 

PERSEPHONE: I don’t really see 
it as a rise because this scene has 
been around for decades. I would 
see it more as a resurgence and that 
is all happening because histoi'y re- 
peats itself. I have been active in the

VAMPIRES - THE CURSE OF ED 
WOOD is, if nothing else, very catchy 
sounding.What happens to justify this 
exploitative title? 

MR. C: It’s the story of a group of 
vampires — now, understand, most of 
the actresses we “dug up” at various 
goth clubs in the metro area like QXT 
and Mothers — all very attractive, some 
“barely legal." And they decide to do 
a video. Something they have never 
done before.Well.this is the story of 
their short comings and how Creepo 
shows up to save the day. 

D; How does he go about doing that? 
MR.C: Naturally, I don't want to give 
too much of the plot away and ruin it 
for our viewers. But basically, I visit the 
cemetery behind a brewery — no I 
wasn't inhaling the spirits...! was con- 
tacting them, so don't be a wise ass — 
and hold a seance to call upon the spirit 
of B-movie wizard Ed Wood. 

D: Was the seance for real? 

MR. C: Was your spiriting in DRILLER 
for real? Ultimately, the audience will 
have to be the judge and jury. But you 
now I do have psychic powers. They 
are well documented in various books 
and journals by acknowledged authori- 
ties on parapsychology. Anyway, the 
spirit of Ed Wood did indeed give us 
some good advice and we proceeded 
with the filming of BARELY LEGAL LES- 
BIAN VAMPIRES without further dif- 
ficulty. Except... 

D: Okay...except what? 

MR. C: Except for one very unfortu- 
nate incident. Our stylist Carla had an 
accident on the final night of shooting 
in front of QXT in Newark while un- 
loading a blood bag from her jeep. A 
hand truck tumbled out of the vehicle 
and landed smack dab on her middle 
toe and blood started gusting out of a 
nasty wound. 

D:That must have caused chaos. 

MR. C: At first everybody figured 
Carla was clowning around as she’s al- 


ways the life of the party. An ambu- 
lance was called and we spent the next 
eight hours in the emergency room. 
Over the course of the next week the 
bandages got funkier and funkier as she 
was unable to find a doctor to rewrap 
the wound which was improperly done 
to begin with by the emergency room 
people because the stock room was 
closed on Saturday night and she was 
given a full cast nearly up to her knees 
instead of a boot. We caught the cut- 
ting of the cast on video and use it in 
the bloopers segment at the end of 
the picture.At the screening you can 
hear gasps throughout the theater 
when that middle toe comes on the 
screen. It gets a bigger reaction than 
the buckets of blood that we used in 
the picture. 

D: Is there a moral there? 

MR. C: None whatsoever that I can 
see... except don't wear sandals on a 
Mr Creepo set, especially when your 
shooting a film about the curse of Ed 
Wood. 

D: I take it Ed Wood influenced your 
movie making career? 

MR. C: Sure he did! 

I don't care how many flaws you can 
count in it, PLAN NINE FROM 
OUTER SPACE remains one of my all 
time favorites; being into the UFO and 
outer space thing...Having had my first 
UFO sighting at the age of ten, I thrived 
on low budget, B-movies like PLAN 
NINE. HelLatthisageyou don’t count 
the flaws.You have to wait till the age 
of ten and you're old enough to be- 
come a critic! 

D: Obviously you don't think much of 
critics. 

MR. C: They definitely have their 
place — sealed in a coffin six feet 
under...Only kidding. I started out as a 
critic for HUSTLER. I was the first to 
assign the “hard-on rating" to the 
movies. I reviewed; limp, semi-erect, 
a woody.You must have seen their rat- 
ing system. From being a critic I 
worked my way up to being the head

I love a good movie. 

Wtiat I mean by a good movie however, does not necessarily 
mean the latest big-budget, special effects-laden outputs from 
the west coast that pass for movies nowadays. Despite the 
constantpropaganda, a big-budget is not indicative of a good movie. 
Oh, the big studios may try to convince you that loading up a 
f ilm with a plethora of overpriced big-named stars is the sure 
way to cinematic nirvana. Trust me when I tell you, however, 
that this is all just a bunch of bullshit. 

Big budgets, big stars, does not always a good movie make. 
Yet, most people continue to herd into their local “Googolplex” 
to watch cinematic fertilizer, convinced that they are seeing pure 
gold, while dozens of truly interesting non studio films languish 
in celluloid purgatory. 

Which brings me to Mr. Creepo’s production of BARELY LE- 
GAL LESBIAN VAMPIRES: THE CURSE OP ED WOOD. A film you 
probably won’t be seeing in your local theater anytime soon. I 
should know • after all, I am the writer and director. 

How is it that after more then twenty years of working in 
television on a national and local level, and winning a number of 
local Emmy’s, I might add, that I decided to throw caution to the 
wind and tiy my hand at making movies? Mental iUness or brain 
damage coiild be a good excuse. But it wouldn’t stand up in most 
courts. Sheer stupidity is probably the best answer because no 
one of any intelligence would try to buck the system and make a 
direct-to-video movie with no big stars and no budget. So natu- 
rally, when the opportunity arose, I feU face-first into the quag- 
mire of low-budget movie making. 

Timothy Green Beckley should get all the credit for originating 
the idea that we could get some people together, sew some cos- 
tumes out of old curtains and use blatant nudity and a Little 
fetishism to make some nice little movies. That is of course 
unless our films make a truckload of money and we’re featured 
on the cover of “Variety,” then the idea will have been entirely 
all my own. 

Tim Beckley, also known as Mr. UFO, is the publisher of a 
number of UPO, Paranormal and Conspiracy books, as well as 
editor for a popular series of UPO magazines like “UPO Uni- 
verse” and “The UPO Piles.” I was one of Tim’s many freelance 
writers and he knew of my background in television and inter- 
est in off-the-wall films. 

So when Tim suggested we pool our resources together to try

publicist for dozens of low budget 
movie... I wrote the press releases, 
handed out the stills and arranged 
screenings. 

Those were the days when a XXX - 
or B-movie could play for weeks in 
Times Square or in drive-ins around 
the country, You could make a buck 
with a girls-in-prison or a good canni- 
bal film. I knew people then who made 
a living from buying the rights to re- 
ally sucky Brazilian films and dubbing 
them into English and maybe adding a 
few minutes of stuff they filmed here 
to give it a "made in the USA flavor." 
One of them was SNUFF. 

While editor of the magazine “Adult 
Cinema Review" I starting going out 
with the editor of a competitive pub- 
lication and we started a sort of pre- 
tend feud.The publishers hated what 
we were doing - and screw them - we 
were having fun and. from the mail we 
were getting, our readers enjoyed us 
degrading one another in print and pic- 
torials. Anyway, one night after doing 
the nasty we were drunk and decided 
to write and produce our own XXX 
flick because we figured we could do 
a better job than anyone else.We de- 
cided to do a parody of Michael 
Jackson’sTHRILLER which was recently 
voted as the all time favorite music 
video by MTV viewers. 

D: Was DRILLER a success? I know 
from my role as the spurting girl that 
we got an abundance of flack — mainly 
from others in the adult film commu- 
nity. 

MR.CiYep the industry was not overly 
kind to us though I’ll have you know 
chat a number of the people who 
worked on our film for the first time 
became fairly well established in Hol- 
lywood within a few years. Including 
doing the special effects on a number 
of medium budget horror flicks and 
writing the script for Brandon Lee's 
SHOW DOWN IN LITTLE TOKYO 
and one of the UNIVERSAL SOLDIER 


films. So we had some really creative 
folks working for us. But those in the 
XXX-assed end of the distribution 
business never did have any imagina- 
tion, though they can always cheat you 
blind. 

We always received rave reviews from 
the public and even from the media 
like OMNI, but the adult critics can 
sometimes have boobs for brains. Re- 
member one of the critics thought 
your spurting scene was afake because 
it was the first scene of its kind ever 
filmed.A woman’s G-spot was hardly 
talked about in those days. Yet two 
years later there were half a dozen 
movies like the Mitchell Brother’s G- 
SPOT and the majority of these pro- 
ducers DID fake their spurting scenes. 
In addition to your spurting scene, we 
had fornicating zombies, a werewolf 
that really popped its cork and the first 
animation sequence in an adult movie. 
The distributors of XXX-films thought 
we were mad — we were! — and the 
distributors of non-adult videos were 
afraid of what we had created or didn’t 
know what to do with the product. 
We did play the last of the drive-ins, 
some midnight shows and we ever pre- 
miered the film on Halloween at the 
home of the ROCKY HORROR 
SHOW, the famous Eighty Street Play- 
house In Greenwich Village. 

D: But did you make any money? 

MR. C: Of course not! DRILLER did 
sell about 5500 videos, but even 
though we had a five year contract 
with our distributor they repackaged 
the tape and were distributing it at 
least up until a few years ago. They 
thought we would never find out 
about it. But it just so happens I have 
friends in ail aspects of the business. 
Our friend Ron Bonk over at Salt City 
Video is marketing it now and it is also 
available through this publication, In 
general I’d say it was rough going, but 
the entire experience only hardened 
me for what was to come years later

From the master himself, Mr. Creepo

M R. C: A Creepecce is one of the cho- 
sen few who because of their talents 
and stunning attributes get to be in 
one of my films. They need to have 
personality.a look, something individu- 
alistic about them that sets them apart 
from all others and can seduce an 
audience. I suggest to best get the jest 
of what I am referring to that read- 
ers click on over to our web site at 
www.mrcreepo.com and look at the 
pictures of our lustfilled creatures of 
the night. 

D:Who specifically are some of the 
Creepettes? 

MR. C: Everyone will recognize 
Debbie Rochon at a glance. She is so 


talented and one of the best all around 
scream queens in the business. She is 
the star of our soon to be released 
SANDY HOOK LINGERIE PARTY 
MASSACRE in which she plays a psy- 
chic stripper. 

D: A psychic stripper.. .what the hell is 
that? 

MR. C: Well the story cakes place 
along the Jersey shore — in Sandy 
Hook — during a hurricane. Seven 
strippers rent a house not knowing 
that a storm is brewing and chat a ter- 
rifying leather hooded killer is about 
to give them a run for their life. 
Debbie plays one of the strippers who 
happens to be a clairvoyant and warns 
the other girls of the danger that is 
lurking about just outside their double 
bolted door. Debbie was so helpful 
on the set and I hope she will consent 
to work in the capacity of director 
on future projects. 

Another of the Creepettes is the 
amazing Persephone who has already 
created quite a buzz in the fetish com- 
munity. Her scene with the killer chas- 
ing her along knee high waves in the 
dead of night was actually filmed dur- 
ing a hell of a storm that nearly ru- 
ined our camera. But we followed the 
killer and Persephone as they tracked 
along the water's edge with police si- 
rens blaring in the background as the 
neighbors no doubt heard all the 
screaming and reported the distur- 
bance. 

Di Di is also one of our really hoc 
Creepettes. She is first and foremost 
a musical genius.As the lead singer and 
bass player for the popular New York 
City rock and roll band Shove It, Di 
Di along with The Serpenteens have 
created some butt-kicking musical 
scores and effects for our Creepo Vid- 
eos. 


We also have Violet and Mellissa and 
Zane Ka.Violet is the spitting image of 
Betty Page and I'd like to tell you more 
about her scene in BLOOD SPURT- 
ING VAMPIRE FREAKS, but it would 
take away the perversity and thus the 
fun of watching this when it comes out 
in the Spring of 2000. 

D: So Creepo Presents isn’t going to 
be a one or two shot wonder is that 
right? 

MR. C: No shit. We’re into this for 
the long haul. In addition to producing

MUMMY, and BLOODY LIMBS: FIVE 
GIRLS IN ATRUNK, we are thinking 
of offering distribution deals to other 
producers who have completed 
projects and the talent to back up what 
they do.We are always looking for tal- 
ent — but remember we are low bud- 
get which means the pay fits that cat- 
egory also... but we do pay, unlike oth- 
ers who think you should work for 
free. 

D: How can people keep up with your 
activities and the doings of the 
Creepettes? 

MR. C: We are offering a free news- 
letter though our web site at 
www.mrcreepo.com and once we have 
a few tapes ready for distribution we 
will be appearing at the various cons 
with a number of the Creepettes. 
Those not on the “net can contact us 
via snail mail at Mr. Creepo do Global 
Communications, Box 753, New 
Brunswick, NJ 08903 or just read this 
magazine for regular release informa- 
tion. 

D: Thanks for the interview. 
MR.C:That’sfine doll, but please don’t 
spurt in my eye again... it’s the only one 
I have left!!! 
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PERSEPHONE csnt... • 

so-called ’’underground” for almost 
15’ years. I haven’t really seen any 
changes, just highs and lows.As many 
people were into this when 1 was a 
kid. but have now departed the 
scene and been replaced by the new 
influx of kids that are discovering 
what they left behind for them to 
lear^ frorp.Some people have never 
left at all and have become the gu- 
rus of the next generation. That is 
evolution. 

D: Have you ever savored the taste 
of real blood? 

PERSEPHONE: Yes, I have. In the 
‘80s I used CO practice blood drink- 
ing and letting but after the onset of 
AIDS I found chat to be an undesir- 
able hobby and opted for the illu- 
sion of stage blood on my body in- 
stead. 

D: What is your ultimate goal in B- 
movies. What direction are you 
headed? 

PERSEPHONE: I am basically just 
having a good time and living out my 
fantasy. I always wanted to be killed 
in a movie as a kid. now 1 am doing it 
on a regular basis! I spent so many 
years ^jracticing my screaming in 
front of the TV sec, driving my 
mother bonkers. Now she can see 
why... 






I regret dropping out of film school 
back in 1988, but that hasn’t stopped 
me from making my mark in the crazy 
video market. Sure, I may be on the 
run from the law. but it’s been sur- 
prisingly easy to dodge authorities all 
over the great U.S. of A. Did you know 
that most hotels don’t even require 
identification or credit cards anymore? 
When they ask for a license plate num- 
ber, I just make one up! No one 
checks anything! No wonder people 
like Henry Lee Lucas had such an easy 
time blending in with the masses. 

You may know my work. Last time, 
I cook my video camera along for a 
ride with my crazy brother, Gus 
Kimball. He pretended to be a cop 
and caused various atrocities as he 
dealt with perpetrators. I pretty much 
just taped the whole thing. You must 
remember it! He stole drugs from lo- 
cal dealers and snorted up the booty 
(I partook only minutely in this area, 
just enough for a little buzz). He had 
sex with a prostitute instead of bust- 
ing her. Threw a vagrant in his trunk. 
Forced chat nasty rapist to castrate 
himself. And oh. you remember that 
drunk driver? Man. did he demolish 
her car or what? That wos /i/larious.' 

It was all great until the jerk got 
busted. Fortunately, they didn’t see me 
in the back seat of the car with the 
camcorder and 1 got away! Seeing fame 
and fortune ahead of me, I edited the 
tape together as best as possible and 
connected with that underground 
video distribution company. Salt City 
Home Video (now Sub Rosa Studios). 
They titled my tape DIRTY COR NO 
DONUT and it’s sold like Ginger Lynn’s 
latest porn flick! Like McDonald’s flap- 
jacks, man! All fine and dandy until the 
law got wind of the tape. They found 
out it was REAL and shortly after I 
cashed my first royalty check they 
were on me like flies on shit! I mean, 
how was I an accomplice? I just taped 
the damned events;! didn’t commit any 
crimes! Gus was the one raving and 
drooling and tearing up pawnshops and 
openly snorting the fucking coke! I 
was just an artist, capturing things as 
40 


they happened. Doesn’t anyone see 
chat? Now chat I reflect on it, the 
establishment did give Jim Morrison a 
pretty hard time when he was explor- 
ing his craft, didn’t they? And what 
about Judas Priest, in court for alleg- 
edly causing the suicide of some 
pothead? What about Marilyn Manson, 
being blamed for the recent 
shootings? Someone always has to 
point the finger at someone and say, 
“that’s the bad guy, there he is.” I feel 
I'm in pretty good company after all! 

Fortunately, I got word of the law 
coming for me before their net was 
thrown. I think the F.B.I. is after me 
as well, can you believe that shit? You 
saw what screw-ups they were in DIE 
HARD, didn’t you? And what about 
that Waco deal? Pathetic! Anyway, I 
had just done my third or fourth in- 
terview show to promote the tape’s 
release when I was warned about the 
situation by a fan! (She had just sucked 
me off in a public restroom, then asked 
me to autograph her bare breasts as 
well, by the way!) I was able to scrape 
together my recent earnings and 
pretty much hit the ground running! 

Screw Gus, man. He even testified 
on cape chat I had to give up my 
moviemaking desires because I was no 
Steven Spielberg! And my ship comes 
in, BIG TIME, only to be ruined by a 
fucking technicality! I have nothing but 
bad luck. When I roll the dice, they 
come up all sixes. All three of them, 
every time. 

But I’m not a quitter, man. I make 
the best of every situation. I’m not an 
amateur, either. After I flunked out 
of film school, I shot everything from 
weddings to hard-core sex on tape. 
Did I ever tell you about the time 
there were two women and a garden 
hose? We shot chat interlude right on 
the front lawn of city hall! Some kind 
of protest this lesbian group was mak- 
ing against some town ordinance! The 
naked lesbians were apprehended, but 
I got away with the footage! Sales on 
that pup weren't coo good, though! 
The “stars” were both a little. ..er, 
hefty. Over the three-hundred-pound 


mark, I chink. 

Back to the subject at hand. I fig- 
ured that if I gave up my filmmaking 
dreams, then they would win. So I 
took my video camera with me when 
I went on the run. I decided to do a 
follow-up to my first success, DIRTY 
COP, NO DONUT During my cross- 
country trek, I noted that quite a few 
video stores, especially little mom and 
pop places that were connected to gas 
stations and such, carried my video! 
That pleases me a lot, knowing people 
are seeing my work! Authorities are 
allegedly crying to stop distribution of 
the first tape, but you know what a 
joke the legal system is. Also, my dis- 
tributors have lawyers that are like 
those sharks in DEEP BLUE RISING, 
so I don’t think availability will ever be 
a problem. Heck, you can order it 
right off the Internet! 

I decided that in this video. I'd par- 
ticipate a little more. Hell, if I was 
gonna get blamed for it, might as well 
join in and have some fun to boot, right? 

After joyriding in a stolen squad car 
and messing around with some hook- 
ers, I ended up calling my cousin, Simon 
Cutter. He's a real cop and lives up in 
Tennessee. (I never understood how 
he became a cop; he was always one 
card short of a full deck!) I hitched a 
ride up there, camera in tow. 

Can you believe Simon had seen 
the first tape I made? He said it was 
the focus of one of those news shows, 
“Current Copy”ar''HardAffair”or some- 
thing like that! He had actually rented 
it locally! He seemed genuinely hon- 
ored to meet a big-time celebrity like 
yours truly' 

He thought Gus was a loser, 
though. Especially getting caught the 
way he did, right when he was on a 
roll, ready to nab some speeders! 

Simon wanted to show me the 
benefits of being a real pig and took 
me along for the ride. It was a night 
of strip clubs, hookers, and sex, my 
friends! I recorded it all on tape as 
Simon introduced me to his ways. 
Flesh for fantasy, man. Tits and ass. Pussy 
galore! Free lapdances. Free sex. 
Partying down the club circuit. And all 
the nose candy I could handle. (Simon 
prefers to shoot up, he says it makes 
his mind a "deeper shade of purple." I 
got footage of this to prove it! He’s a 
regularWilliam S. Burroughs!) I took 
this footage we got and edited to- 
gether in a cool “rock video” mon- 
tage for Simon. .[figured it would be 
great for MTV or something! This was 
a great way to see the indulgences and 
whims of a true officer of the law! If 
he got busted or died of an overdose, 
that would be more free publicity for 
the video! I love moviemaking, and 
this was the perfect way for me to 
overcome the obstacle that most no- 
budget moviemakers face: budgetary 


restraints! See, I capture the real deal, 
everyday situations, and put them to- 
gether documentary-style! Editing out 
the boring parts, entertaining you! 
That’s why my first video was so suc- 
cessful. I mean, I hate to brag, but did 
you see the reviews?!?! The critics 
loved it! 

Simon is a wildman and we decided 
to get some more footage on a dif- 
ferent shift. I crashed with him for 
free, and once again things were click- 
ing in my cinematic mind. I met him at 
the station to tape a second shift tour 
and his mood had changed. He mut- 
tered some shit about being suspended 
from the force by the mayor' Naturally, I 
saw an opportunity here unfolding and 
continued to tape as the story pro- 
gressed... 

As fate would have it, Simon really 
is a dirty cop. A true-life dirty cop. This 
was perfect for my sequel intentions, 
because I figured 1 could cash in on 
my first success by using the same title, 
ya’ know? DIRTY COP 2. Nice ring, 
huh? If people enjoy fucking withTro- 
jan condoms one night, they’re going 
to buy them for the next night as well, 
right? It's kind of a name-brand fran- 
chise type of thing, I think! It’s simply 
repeat business. 1 didn't need no col- 
lege to learn that, either! 

I decided to videotape all I could 
of Simon as he went further and fur- 
ther over the edge and see how it all 
turned out. You can’t blame me for 
the morals of the world. I’m just re- 
cording what’s around me, like Jacques 
Cousteau, capturing the beauty (or 
ugliness) of it all! 

As my camcorder rolled, Simon 
confessed to the reasons he was sus- 
pended. It didn’t have much to do with 
the sex binge we went on the previ- 
ous night. That had been going on a 
LONG time in his world. It had more 
to do with his pimping prostitutes, as- 
sassinating witnesses in protection pro- 
grams, and murder for pleasure’s sake! 
He was a bonified loony! ATed Bundy 
with a badge! It’s not every day you 
get an opportunity like this, to cap- 
ture this kind of chaos! I might even 
be up for an Academy Award when 
this video comes out! 

I felt sorry for Simon after the con- 
fessions. After all, what could you ex- 
pect? No one can wade through the 
septic tanks of the city for so long and 
come out untarnished. As they say, if 
you look into the abyss long enough, 
it will eventually look back at you. You 
see some opportunities: you see your 
measly paycheck. You weigh your op- 
tions and make your decision. Then 
there’s no turning back. Simon was 
actually becoming a sympathetic char- 
acter, perfect for my video! The audi- 
ence would actually identify with him! 
Excellent! 

Then Simon got me involved with 



his plan. In order to retaliate against 
his superiors, who were being con- 
trolled by a hypocritical female mayor, 
he needed leverage. Bargaining power. 
After all, most politicians have a few 
skeletons in their closet, right? It’s just 
□ matter a little bit of digging. 

Family is a good place to start. 
They’re on the inside track of things, 
you know.

If Simon had information 
about her Swiss bank accounts or a 
headjob given to the pool 
boy. . .something chat could be firoven 
to the voters... maybe he could ride 
through this rough period. Deep in- 
side I knew all this was ludicrous, but 
what the fuck? I was out for movie 
dramatics anyway' 

Simon gave me the actual duty of 
breaking into the combo restaurant/ 
house where the mayor’s daughter 
lives. I decided to capture the whole 
kidnapping on video, to give it chat 8/air 
Witch Project appeal. After all. you can’t 
argue with success, right? 

It was pretty scary, though. It was 
night time, ink black outside.

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Tracking down the girls of DEBBIE 
DOES DAMNATION is like trying 
to track the Uni-bomber A year af- 
ter the completion of this film. I meet 
up with Jenin Lake who showed up 
at the L.A. premiere on November 
15th, 1999 at the Vogue theater. Al- 
though the venue had little notice 
and no PR. the theater was packed, 
which broke the record for atten- 
dance of all of the Underground film 
nights that Tyler Hubby had thrown. 

The females cast list in this movie 
is: Jenin Lake, Deborah Roberts, 
Dierdre Cowden, Lisa Pete, Kelly 
Buck, Dee Ann Davis, Terry K., 
Daunya Richfield, Mary Dow, 
Yvonne Green, Heather. Terese 
Miller, Texas Tern, Michelle 
Handleman, and a lot more than I 
could remember I never thought 
that a few people could be im- 
pressed with the fact that I had a lot 
of girls in this movie who were ei- 
ther scantily clad, naked, or doing 
sexual acts, for no money. I had well 
over four hours of footage with a 
lot of these girls getting tied up, tor- 
tured, or fighting naked that was not 
useful to the story, so I had to break 
down and cut the final film down to 
fifty minutes, I also made an unrated 


x-version as well. 

Jenin Lake has never been in any 
movies until she played Debbie in 
this film. She was a costume designer 
who didn’t aspire to be an actress. 
She volunteered to be in the movie 
just to try something new, even 
though it required her to be naked 
through half of the movie with a 
semi solo masturbation scene and 
no budget. 

Dierdre Cowden, a filmmaker 
from Cat Arts, volunteered to be in 
this production because she loved 
the concept of the film. While ex- 
plortation films are nothing new, the 
concept of applying the genre to 
underground films had an appeal to 
her, as she quickly referred to 
“Thunder Crack’’ an old under- 
ground film by the Kuchar Broth- 
ers. 

The ball was in motion, the cast 
list was reading more like the “who’s 
who” of the underground, music, 
and the porn scene as well as an 
actor named William Smith. 

“The making of the film was be- 
coming more like the fabled stone 
soup, where everyone started pitch- 
ing in” explains Jenin Lake “There are 
so many bad films out there with 





no budgets, but I liked this project 
because there are no heroes, and 
everyone gets chopped up, mangled 
or eaten.” 

Jenin is currently studying acting. 
She's already been in a few commer- 
cial films. She’s also a part time strip- 
per, something she has never done 
before until after she did this film. 

Deborah Roberts, the girl in the 
opening scene, has also done a few 
other appearances in quite a few 
films, one of them being LIMP FANS 
by Chris Micheals and PLASTIC 
MAN AND THE JOKERS by 
LeMonte Fritz, who helped a lot on 
this film by shooting some of the 
scenes and supplying some backing. 
Deborah is a model, actress, and a 
horse-back rider. She has her own 
horse and has a pet wolf. She also 
loves music and enjoys going to con- 
certs. 

Deirdre Cowden moved up north 
to live the country life. She still 
shoots and edits her own films and 
she's a public exhibitionist. She quit 
stripping three years ago and moved 
fromthe east coast to California to 
make films. She did a short animated 
piece for the Rolling Stones called 
"Angie” and is currently working on 
a major animated piece about gang- 
sters. 

After the show, Jenin was im- 
pressed with the film as well as the 
audience results. They came out 
smiling with great reviews. Jenin 



found me hiding in the projection 
room. We were surrounded by the 
crowd. 

“Eric, that was great!” Jenin said 
“My friend loves it as well." She said 
excitedly. 

My faith in my film, was renewed 
by the frenzied atmosphere in the 
theater and soon we are sur- 
rounded by people asking questions 
about my film. 

“Listen” I said to Jenin, “I need to 
do this article for DRACULINA 
about you and the girls in this film. 
Are you free this week?” 

“I'm pretty busy, but I’ll help in any 
way,” she said. 

The next day I call her and we play 
phone tag. Finally at noon I get her 
on the phone, then I realized that I 
don’t have a tape recorder, so I start 
jotting things down on an old flyer 
with a crayon. The conversation 
went like this. 

EB: Finally I get a hold of you. How 
are you doing? 

JL: I have to go to my acting class. 
Then I’m going to this other pre- 
miere of a film I'm in called 
CROSSED, I play a cop. It’s a minor 
roie.Anyway I still can't get over how 
good "Debbie..." looks. My friend 
wants to talk to you about doing 
something with him. The way you 
cut the film was amazing. 
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EB: Well there are three different 
versions of this film. It took a lot of 
time to finish this. Especially since I 
had no money. 

JL; I'll say. It felt like forever work- 
ing on it, what? About two years? 

EB: I think it was more like three 
years. I had to do the animation and 
the editing as well 

JL: I wish I did my own voice in the 
film. Whose voice was that that 
played me? 

EB: That was Ellen Thompson (edi- 
tor of “Fetish” magazine), I wanted 
you, remember? But you were busy. 

JL: Oh yeah, a lot of things changed 
during that time. I even changed ca- 
reers. 

EB: Well this interview is all about 
you. What have you been doing 
lately? 

JL: A lot of things, but basically 
school, acting, and going out. 

EB: That's it? I’m sure the readers 
want some juicy stuff. Like where do 
you like to go? What you like to do? 
What turns you on. etc? For all those 
would be stalkers out there. 

JL: (laughing) Yeah I love the fan mail 
you give me., .what was that one 
where the guy wanted my nipple 
print on paper? And, oh yeah, what 
about the one Windy (from 
JOANNA DIED AND WENT TO 
HELL) got from the man in death 
row who wanted a "personal 
photo”. I swear Eric you have the 
weirdest following. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if you started a cult and 
you became the Charles Manson of 
films. 

EB: So what other films are you in? 

JL: I’m in this film called JUSTICE 
with Charles Durning. I play a mas- 
seuse. I think this will be my last nude 
role. Anyway Eric I have to go. I just 
reached the school. Are there any 
other questions? 

EB: Not that I can think of right 
now. I'm just getting a bad case of 
writer’s cramps, so if I think of any- 
thing. I’ll talk to you later 

JL: All right... I’ll see you later... Bye. 

At one point of the film I ran out 
of money and Daunya came in to 
save the day, she helped finance the 
film by helping me get a backer, buy- 


ing one of my paintings, and also be- 
ing in the film. She is definitely a rebel, 
she use to go out with a good friend 
of mine who died years ago. I hadn’t 
seen her in awhile until she got out 
of prison, she was soon put under 
house arrest after this film was fin- 
ished. 

Amber Wild is another drama 
case, she use to work as a B-movie 
actress until she became broke. 
When I bumped into her she was 
couch hopping in the valley. I found 
her some work but it was a definite 
sign that Hollywood has moved to 
other countries. There was no work 
to be found. The B-movie industry 
is dying in Hollywood. It was scary 
getting a call from a known director 
(actually two) who were asking me 
for work. 

One of the reasons I crossed over 
and used some people in the adult 
industry was something I read in the 
front pages of “The Times.” The tax 
break incentive in Canada had taken 
a large chunk of business from the 
Hollywood studios. There was a 
march of union workers in the film 
industry who were trying to pass a 
bill in L.A. for a tax break on film 
production. But it went on to say 
that the adult industry has grown 
to the point where it takes a large 
chunk of production in the city. I saw 
that scream queens were being 
bumped to the side and porn stars 
were taking their place in low bud- 
get movies. Slowly adult entertain- 
ment was getting more acceptable 
in the main stream. 

I figured I’d try to move into this 
genre and twist it a tittle bit by add- 
ing an underground angle. Again I 
tried to do something that hasn’t 
been done before. I wrote a letter 
to various directors in the adult field 
asking for help and Slain Wayne 
wrote back with advice, I hooked up 
with him later and not only did he 
help out with a few women, but he 
also helped shoot, appear in and edit 
the film. Slain Wayne works at Ex- 
treme Associates and directed a few 
weird adult videos like TERRORS 
FROM THE CLIT in which he got 
me a job building the sets and doing 
some animation, some of which I 
used in this film. We became one as 
a team and he has helped other vari- 
ous filmmakers in their projects. He 
can be contacted at: Extreme Asso- 
ciates c/o Slain Wayne, 16140 
Leadwelt St..

Rulon. Reaching for every cliche in the 
book to make himself appear cool in this 
role, Rulon comes across stiffly and 
forced and completely devoid of any per- 
sonality.

The major problem with THROUGH 
DEAD EYES is the total absence of a 
likable character.

and make a series of horror and 
fetish movies, I jumped at the 
chance. I didn’t realize at, the 
time that Tim was just looking 
for an excuse to pick up women 
with the line “Hey baby, do you 
want to be in the movies?" But 
by then it was too late, with me 
on board he was dragged kick- 
mg and screaming into our first 
production. 

THE CURSE OF ED WOOD was 
written entirely for the purpose 
of exploitation. You name it, and 
we tried to exploit it. Vampires, 
blood, horror, lesbianism and 
nudity, butts being spanked with 
mteresting little bits of leather, 
did I mention lesbianism and 
nudity? All this and more were 


thargic Sutherland buc she is meanly 
killed off only a few minutes in. You start 
off liking the blind woman (Diane Grotke) 
but she is too irrational to be identifi- 
able with the audience. Somehow, after 
being forcibly kidnapped and humiliated 
by Rulon's daft detective, Grotke's char- 
acter falls in love with him! Much like 
her, we didn’t see that one coming. 

The victims pile up and the finger 
points closer and closer to Doohan's 
blathering bloated old coot So obviously 
is Doohan's character being set up by 
the director that even the members of 


crammed into eighty minutes of 
pure movie exploitation bliss. But 
the process of getting this cin- 
ematic wonder onto a finished 
tape was an ordeal akin to root 
canal without painkillers - but 
far less eiijoyable. 

Naturally our budget restricted 
the type of cameras and equip- 
ment we could use. Fortunately, 
my many years as a 
videographer/producer for the 
PBS affiliate in Indianapolis, In- 
diana taught me lots of neat little 
tricks and secrets to stretch the 
budget to the point of transpar- 
ency. 

For example, many of our lights 
were simple halogen work lights 
that you can find in any hard- 
ware store. Most only cost $25 


the audience who have fallen asleep 
(which should be just about all of them) 
will know that a “surprise" killer will 
emerge. Only the death of every major 
character in the end saves this from be- 
ing a total disaster. There is nothing to 
recommend here. Each and every char- 
acterization rings false and hollow. The 
portrayals range from "dead fish" to 
“overkill,” The shame is that budget ap- 
pears to have been sizable enough to have 
produced a much better final product. 

The love angle between the detective 
and the blind woman seems to have 


or SO - yet they are rugged and 
produce an excellent 32k light. 
$25 is a far cry from even the 
cheapest “professional quality” 
lights that can cost anywhere 
from $150 to several thousand 
dollars for a single unit.

I only wish our cast had 
been as dependable as our equip- 
ment. 

Making a movie is never easy, 
but making a movie with only a 
four-day shooting schedule, a lim- 
ited budget, a cast that mostly 
had never acted a day in their 
lives and a production crew con- 
sisting of a boyfriend of one of 
the cast members and other 
friendly acquaintances, it’s a 


tossed in only to arrange for the one dud 
of a sex scene and to set up the tension 
of the clumsy climax, THROUGH DEAD 
EYES has all the markings of a paint-by- 
numfaers exercise in which none of the 
participants was able to stay within the 
lines. 

THROUGH DEAD EYES makes 
ONLY DARKNESS appear to be a de- 
cent film. We don't know which of the 
two are being damned with faint praise 
there. Believe us, we are not looking to 
praise either of them. 


wonder that we got anything on 
tape at all. But we did, I'm proud 
of the results and despite my bet- 
ter judgement, we’ve done it again 
with BLOOD SPURTING VAMPIEE 
FREAKS and SANDY HOOK: LIN-

Making these movies is a long 
way away from making documen- 
taries for PBS. But they satisfy a 
need deep within me to make the 
t3rpes of horror films I used to 
watch on Channel Four’s “Night- 
mare Theater" with Saminy Teny. 
Maybe someday some kid will 
watch my movies and aspire to 
greatness just like me. So I say 
to all of you wannabe filmmak- 
ers who think that they too may 
have what it takes to make great 
movies: “G’wan, get out of here! 
I don’t need the competition!”
